In reviewing Sunday's events, it ts 
recalled that while all went well until 
the train reached Salisbury, some pas- 
sengers at various points remarked on 
the very high rate of speed, one or two 
expreasing some alarm, and those tak- 
ing supper on the~train experienced 
Rreat difficulty in avoiding spilling the 
contents of thelr plates and cups. 

A short distance out of Salisbury be- 
gins a remarkable curve, which some- 
times has been described as the most 
dangerous Im the world, and which cer- 
tainly possesses elements of danger. 
Not only does the line enter and leare 
the station on a curve, but where it 


@ slight rise rer to afford sufil- 
clent headway the dipping roadway 
below. It wasvpractically at this point 
that the engine jumped the rails and 
brought about a disaster, both as re- 
gards the percentage of Hives lost and 
the extent of the damage to rolling 
stock, almost without precedent In the 
annals of British railway accidents, 
and especially of boat expresses, 

At the scene of the catastrophe thers 
are five lines of rallx. Two are main 
linea, two others are devoted to local 
traffic, and the fifth is a siding.

+ These costly poor-law® schools are 
situated at Shirley, upon’ an estate of 
some seventy acres. So extensive is the 
colony that the headmaster ‘recently 
asked the guardian to provide Aim with 
@ horse and trap so thet he could “get 
about the huge pauper. demesne, on 
which thirty scattered cottagcs 
&re erected, with buildings for work- 
shops, schools, ends administration of- 
fices. Roads have been made on the 
estate, which Is now a complete pauper 
colony, out of which the children very 
rarely. go. ‘The children, ofcourse, are 
‘well looked after, but there is the ob- 
Section that they are brought up with a 
pauper taint by poor-law officials, and 
never got-any idea of life in the out- 
side world. In each cottage on the col- 
ony is a family of fourteen or fifteen 
children, and a foster-mother is in 
charge. The return Issued by the guar- 
Gians’ clerk makes it clear that the 
actual cost of the food of each child 
is 3s 3d per week. The money expend- 
ed, of course, goes principally in om- 
clalism. On the estate is a huge 
awimming-bath which cost-hundreds of 
pounds, There are various wotkshops 
in ashich boys, when they are’ old 
enough, are taught trades, and each lad, 
as a matter of fact, has a tiny plot of 
land to cultivate, whilst a space around 
each cottage is laid out for flower cul- 
ture. Ag the estate {is beautifully wood- 
ed, this poor-law colony is @ perfect 
garden city. 

Cut Down the Treacle, 

Since Mr. Burns has been In com- 
munication with the guardians upon 
the question of the great cost of the 
schools, an attempt at economy has 
-been introduced by reducing the die- 
tary acale by taking away from each 
child 2 oz. of treacle, 11-2 pints of milk, 
and 2 oz. of rice, 

In connection with the cost of pau- 
per children it may be interesting to 
mention that In Lambeth, with Sarrack 
schools at Norwood, the cost is about 
15s per child per week. At the Hanwell 
schools of the city and Southwark the 
cost per child is 16s.or 17s per week. 
Opinions differ as to the best means of 
dealing with poor-law’ children, but 
there is a growing feeling that an ex- 
cellent plan, and one which is most 
economical, is that of boarding the chil- 
éren out with families in the country.

It boars a fair 
crop ctery year; not every other 
year, and itn fine, large, bright red 
fruit, coming Inio market the last 
of July, is easily bought up for cook. 
ing purposes. It is a very sour ap. 
ple. but many peopl: are fond of it 
wise as a table fruit. its only defect 
is a Nability to grow watery at the 
core The tree is a vigorous grow- 
er and bears young. ‘The Williams 
bas most of ths good points of the 
Astrachan, and is better {lasted 
und not so liable to soften at the 
cere. Teing a table fruit, it  ¢s 
somewhat too attractive to thieves 
wher planted in the thickly settled 
districts. Early apples arc quite unl- 
form in fruit year after year, and any 
active farmer can usually peddie them’ 
cut for $1 a bushel, and tren the 
windfalls bring a fair price instead 
of going to the cider mill, as do the 
culls of winter varieties. In most 
Gj our towns there are never — half 
enough carly apples to meat the de- 
teand,

Housewlves of today would notknow 
what was meant by the bundle hand- 
kercblef, yet 100 yéars ago the woman 
who did not hare a pile of them neatly 
folded and ironed and lald away in 
smooth piles in a drawer of one of the 
capacious closets which were then 
bullt into ho was considered a poor 
housekeeper. bundle handkerchief 
was Orst introduced by the Salem sea 
captains, It was brought from abroad 
with choice things, such as sandalwood 
fans, guava jelly and amber beads, 

Thos® Imported were the white India 
silk and were used to Ue around the 
“best cap” box when ladies went out to 
spend tho afternoon. Those of home 
make were of squures of calico or mus- 
lin and used for everyday bundles, 
When Iadics went visiting to other 
towns their piles of dainty, handmade 
underware were wrapped in fine lawn 
or linen handkerchiefs aweet with lav- 
ender and orris, A new gown always 
came home from the dressmaker’s care- 
fully pinned in a thin, worn and much 
used madras handkerchlef. 

No Salem Infant was considered to 
have been properly introduced to so- 
clety till it had dangied In a bundle 
handkerchief from a pair of stcelyard 
scales, 

When the servants went to the bak- 
ery they carried 2 couple of coarse blue 
checked bundle handkerchiefs, and In 
one was wrapped the pot of beans, and

FEQRIDA'S INDIAN WAR. 


‘Osceola’s Half Dreed Wife Brought 
About the Conflict. 

ln 1835 a young woman, with a par 
ty of Indians visiting Fort Ring, was 
selzed and carried of as a fugitive 
slave on the ground that her mother 
was an escaped slave who had taken 
refuge with the Indians many years 
before, That her father was an Indian 
and sbe bad been raised an Indian did 
not count for anything. Legal claim 
of ownership In the mother embraced 
her also, That was law at the time. 

Naturally the young husband, untu- 
tored savage that he was, could not 
recognize Its justice. Proving both elo- 
quent and brave, he soon bad every 
Indian In; Florida on the warpath, nor 
was it long before his name, Osceola, 
was heard with terror In the exposed 
white settlements, There ensued a 
war, long, costly and bloody, out of all 
proportions to the number engaged. It 
is probabte tho Indjans did not number

In digging up 
the tomubawk he preached a war of 
extermination till every white man 
was driven frora Florida or-every In- 
dlan died in the attempt—Lippincott’s. 


Falr Rosamund's Bower. 

Henry HL's chief garden was at 
Woodstock, but he was not the orlgi- 
nator of It, as there had been a garden 
there fa the time of the second Ilenry. 
In It was tho labyrinth which conceal- 
ed the “bower” made famous by the 
tragic fate of the falr Rosamond. A 
halo of romance and mystery hans 
around this hiding place, but in reality 
labyrinths were by no means uncom- 
mon. Thero Is evidence of the exist- 
ence of Iabyrinths in yery early times, 
and they presumably suggested the 
maze of moro modern date. The first 
labyrinths were winding paths cut fo 
the ground, and the survival of them Is 
still traceable in several places {n Eng- 
land.

We 
Srat hear of {t In 1150, when it was in 
Dossession of the de Marisco family, 
which furnished the royalty for the 
Ittle kingdom down to the time of Sir 
John de Marisco. Sir John had the 
misfortune to offend Henry IL, to 
whom he denied allegiance, and his 
stronghold was declared forfelt, and 
became the property of the Knights 
Templar. But for many years there- 
after the Mariscoes held on to tho L- 
Jand, and the Knights recelved instead 
of possession an indemnity from the 
Royal Treasury. By 1233 the holders 
of the island had fallen from their 
kingly estate to outlawry, and Lundy 
harbored a nest of pirates. De Marisco 
tried ‘to rehabilitate the family  for- 
tunes by attempting the Ife of Henry 
Ti. Falling in this effort, he fled to 
his stronghold, but ao great an offence 
aroused the English King, and a force 
was scnt against Marisco. It returned 
with the outlaw king and 16 of his 
companions, who were all well and 
truly hanged.

For three t-undred yeara or more 
thereafter Mti.c was heard of the 
tsland, but In the relgn of James I. it 
attracted unfavorable attention as a 
Pirate stronghold.

MACKEREL SKIES. 


Theerles About How These Cloud, 
Formations Are Caused. 

The mackerel sky comes from the 
same causes as all the cirrus clouds, so 
called from the beautiful curl their 
fragments often assume, such as 
“mackerel skies,” “mares’ talis” and 
“cata' tails.” Meteorologists are not 
agreed as to the cause, there being two 
explanations, 

It has been suggested that these cir- 
rus clouds are the heads of columns of- 
vapor rising from the earth and pre- 
cipitated as soon as they attain a cer 
tain elevation, rarcly Jess than three 
miles above the earth (15,840 fcet) and 
often five or six miles (26,000 to 30,000 
feet). If this be so the visible cloud 
forms the capital of an Invisible pillar 
of saturated alr. 

The second explanation is that they 
are caused In the higher regions of the 
atmosphere by the meeting of two cur- 
tents of alr of different water bearing 
capacity, causing them to form into 
parallel bands, each belt being com- 
posed of light, airy fragments, slightly 
altered appearance according to a 
slight Glfference In conditions under 
which they are formed. It bas been 
supposed that such clouds are compos- 
ed of particles of snow. 

It might be added that they occur in 
systems, long ranks of them extending 
in one direction for vast distances and 
being occasionally crossed by other 
systems at other but also extreme al- 
titudes,

Beaten By Trinity Hall For Grand 
Challenge Cup By Half a Length. 


Henley-on-the-Thames, July 5.— 
(C. A. P.).—Trinity Hall beat Argos 
half. length In the time of 7.09. From 
the start to the finish !t was a magai- 
ficent race, nip-and-tuck all the way. 
The Argos as seen from the referee's 
launch seemed to have & slight lead at 
the top of Temple Island. The time 
for the half-course was 3.25. Both 
crews stcered a fine course, It was by 
far the most exciting race at the re- 
gatta.

CHILDREN’S ACHES. 


Make Sure Whether or Not They Are 
2 Rheumatic Pains, 

Rheumatism Is much more frequent 
in children than in grown people, es- 
“pecially that form called ‘acute rheuma~ 
tism. + Many times the symptoms of 
rheumatism in children are attributed, 
to growing pains when in reality rheu- 
matism is developing. It has been esti- 
mated that at least 25 per cent of the 
children in our hospitals are there’ be- 
cause of rheumatism. “Asis well known, 
acute rheumatism in children is Mable 
"to produce heart disease, from which 
the child rarely recovers. The patient 
may live several years, but is an in- 
valid, and there 1s little hope for: his 
entire recovery. Therefore, it is very 
important that rheumatism in children 
should: be guarded against in every 
possible way. 

There are three things that motbers 
can do to guard their against 
rheumatism, especially during cold 
weather: 

First—See that they are dressed in 
warto flannels or at least fleece lined 
cotton undergarments; that their feet 
are kept dry by wearing overahoes 
when outdoors, which should ‘be Im- 
mediately removed when Indoors. 

Second.—An orerindulgence in sweets, 
cheap candles, sirups and sugar tends 
to the production of rheumatism; hence 
the use of such things, especially be- | 
tween meals, should be prohibited. A 
liberal amount of sweets with meals 
should be allowed, but cheap» candies 
between meals are productive of urates 
fn the blood, which are a predisposing 
cause of rheumatism. 

Third.—The child should be encour- 
aged to drink freely of pure water. 
The habit of taking a gliss of water 
before each meal is 9 very good one. 
To keep this up during the cold weath- 
er requires some attention on the’part 
of the mother. During the warm weath- 
er the child is naturally inclined to 
drink water- enough without any 
prompting, but during the winter sea- 
son, when rheumatism is more preva- 
lent, drinking water Is neglected.—

_ The active little mongoose ts almest 
abvays the aggressor, for the compara- 
tively awkward.cobra, unless he got him 
asleep, would probably never think of 
attacking his more nimble opponent; 
end it Is generally the mongoose that is 
victor in these encounters. Though the 
cobra rears his head, expands his hood 
umbrellalike to the utmost, and hisses 
viclously, his dabs at the enemy seem 
misdirected and almless, for the wily 
Mongoose suddenly becomes double his 
natural sizo by the erection of his 
tough bristly coat In a way that seems 
qQuite.to decelve even the wise serpent 
as to what may be bristles and what 
not, It is only just to say for the cobra, 
though, that if his fangs were not ex- 
tracted or the poison glands destroyed, 
@ successful chance peck would finish 

«the mongoose, In spite of his activity. 

The natural animosity is no doubt 
greatly toned down in the specimens 
possessed by the jugglers. Famillarity 
breeds tolerance, if not contempt, on 
both sides, so that they must attack one 
another with leas ferocity than in thelr 
natural wild condition; and must often 
Jaugh In thelr sleeves when the farce !s 
over. 

T had the good.or bad luck to come 
across many cobras here and there, the 
most of which I killed. Indeed, there is 
Uttle to fear from a cobra in the open. 
If you do not attack him he Is not like- 
ly to attack you, unless he takes It Into 
‘this head that you are going to tread on 
the tail of hic coat. It {s a popular de- 
tusion that a cobra, after rearing him- 
self, can jump at the enemy. This he 
4s quite unable to do, for the motion of 
the head is along the arc of 2 circle 
of which the radius extends from the 
head to the part of the serpent touching 
the ground. 

i This Snake Met His Fete. 

On one occasion, during the late war 
in Upper Burmah, when resting on a 
small tent bed of an elghty pound ser- 
vice tent, I saw a cobra walking steath- 
ity into my parlor, as the spider would 
say to the fly, through Ye open door. 
Tsay “walking” advised) cause ser- 
pent do actually walk omthe end of 
thelr ribs instead of wrifeling along 
after the fashion of worms. The pres- 
ence of this snake naturally created an 
uneasy feeling, with such a narrow 
compass to move about in, but the 
snake did not get out alive. 

There are such incredible stories in- 
Yented about cobras in India, and so 
extravagant, too, that one hesitates to 
mention one’s own more modest though 
truthful experiences, as not quite thrill- 
ing enough to be placed on record. 

My own creepy sensation was at an 
up-country station In India. I had new- 
ly arrived there from Burma, and was 
writing at night time orf.one of the 
usual kinds of writing desks, with 
drawers on each side and an empty In- 
terval below and between, the desk be- 
io~, as usual, placed against one of the 
woils of the room. 

t was dressed, moreover, in thin, hot- 
s»ather clothing, and therefore parti- 
eiarly vulnerable to the bites of 
finkes. My legs were in the empty 
space beneath the lld and in the inter- 
val between the drawers on either side. 

+ But what was it that I suddenly ob- 
served creeping round from the end of 
the table to my right, and going into 
the hollow, almost in touch with my 
right foot? It was a vile cobra. I 
could not Jump away on account of the 
position in which I was placed. I at 
once realized that to move fn any way 
would probably rouse the serpent im- 
mediately to rear and strike. At any 
rate, whether It was by calm calcula- 
tion or. that I was too/petrifed with 
horror to move, I never did move a 
muscle till, to my intense relief, the 
cobra got beyond my feet to the back 
of the hollow against the wall. 

“Then EF moyed away with less grace 
than agility and shouted to my bearer, 
‘Boy! Boy" at’the top of my volce; for 
it Is scarcely needful to tell that not 
even the common or garden bell rope 
has yet penetrated into the remote Mo- 
fossil stations of Indla,,not to speak of 
the electric press-the-button variety. 
Hindoos as a rule are not fond of kill- 
ing snakes, or anything else, for that 
matter. Indeed, they look upon the 
cobra as sacred and worship It in their 
purblind fashion, especially at the year- 
ty festival of Nag Panchami (or the 
Feast of Snakes), naga belng the Hin- 
Gostance word for a cobra. 

“At this time, however, one or two of 
my servants were Muszz!mans, who 
had no great regard elther for cobras 
or Hindoos, and we soon hunted out the 
cotta and despatched him forthwith. 

Even the yenomoyy cobra can be made 
a pet of, minus (if one is wise) his fangs 
and polson glands; and as for the mon- 
goose, he is one of the most compan- 

fonable of wild beasts. There is more 
than one variety of this animal, and 
tacy vary in size according to thelr 
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breed and geographical distribatio 
One of the most interesting pets I had 
of this kind was a mongoose‘that was 
sent me from the Sultan of Lahel, an 
Arabian district some thirty milea from 
our outpost of Aden, when I was sta- 
tioned In that very sultry locality. “I 
thought this Arabian variety was smail- 
j er than those I had ‘seen in India.

major at once made a slash on each 
side above and below the wound, and 
cut a V-shaped fid out of the poor man's 
leg within a few seconds of the ery be- 
ing ralsed. As we had only gone some 
dozen miles away from our previous 
headquarters, and as our detachment 
was going on still further, the man was 
sent in next morning in a dhoolle to 
the hospital, w he lay very {ll for 
some time, But tually recovered to 
a certain degree. As it was night time 
and the other natives got flurried the 
snake unfortunately escaped in the 
dark; so I have always wondered whe- 
ther it was a cobra, and {f the prompt 
excision saved the camp follower’s life. 
Considering that over twenty thousand 
—think of !t!—human lives are annual- 
ly lost in India from wild beasts, a very 
great portion of which Is from veno- 
mous anakes, it is at first surprising 
to see the almost complete immunity of 
Europeans from snake bites in that 
country. It must be borne in mind, 
however, that there is only a mere 
handful (120,000 or so) of Europeans 
altogether, as against the vast number 
of native, approaching the stupendous 
res of 300,000,000, The natives, 
moreover, grope about in the dark and 
roam the juhgles with bare feet, and of- 
ten bare everything else, a condition of 
affairs that leaves them particularly 
exposed to the bites of snakes. Be this 
as it may, it Is seldom one hears of a 
death from snake bite among the Euro- 
pean portion of the Indian population.

Phat outburst of feeling has been due

‘pathy characteristic indeed of all mem- 


ders of the/royal ily, and not least 
ofour furture King and Queen. Prac- 
theally every important centre of the 
Iadian Empire haa been visited. The 
Prince's drive up the Khyber Pass 
without any guard except an escort of 
Afridis will remain an especially-‘mem- 
ofable incident, and the confidence 
which ho thereby reposed in the chiv- 
alry of the hili-trimes is among the most 
valuable political results of the tour. 
But if in its ceremonial aspect the roya 
progress has been thus singularty fell- 
citous, other consequences to which It 
is bound to give rise are almost mors 
significant. People in England are apt 
te overlook the fact that In the last re- 
sort the dominant factor in our Indian 
administration is the personal relation 
Between the governors and the govern- 
ed. In this country the vicissitudes of 
political life give color to the impression 
that the fortunes of our great depen- 
dency are determined, at least to a large 
extent, by the Minister who by the suf- 
fragcs of his fellow countrymen finds 
himself temporarily in charge of the 
Indian Office. In a great measure this 
Is of course true, but it is nevertheless 
2 consideration which fs seldom or nev- 
er present to the minds of the majority 
of our fellow-subjects in India. In 
thelr eyes the ralson d'etre of the Gov- 
ernment, to which they stand tn a re- 
lation of almost questioning obedience, 
is the rule of the Emperor of Indla 
Personal sovereignty is, in short, the 
source of the only power which they re- 
cognize or which Indeed they are able 
td? understand. In this sense the per- 
gon of the King-Empecror acts as a 
connecting link between Indla and this 
country, without which our dominion 
would at once cease to be intelligible. 
The loyalty and affection with which 
this personal rule is associated in the 
eyes of the great masses of Hindoos is 
duo In the first Instance to the venera- 
tlon with which they regarded the late 
Queen, the first Empress of India. - Al- 
though Queen Victoria was never able 
to visit her dominions in Asia, the sym- 
pathy which she never failed to display 
in'the fortunes of her subjects in that 
continent, hee efforts to learn their 
language, and her constant reliance on 
her Indian attendants secured for her 
a rad Indistingulshable from the 
closest personal ties, -To the millions 
wh» dwell in India the death of the 
Queen was a loss which they, could only 
compare to the loss of a mother. The 
affection with which Queen Victoria 
was regarded by Her Indian subjects 
haa been extended without diminution 
to King Edward. The memory of his 
visit, as Prince of Wales, is still green 
in the memories of a people singularly 
alive to the qualities of sympathy and 
justice. It is well, therefore, that the 
traditions of English sovereigmty in In- 
dia should have been worthily contin- 
ued at the hands of the Prince of Wales. 
The experience he has gained can 
hardly fail to be of the utmost value 
when he in turn Is called upon to wield 
‘the sceptre over the millions who will 
hall him as thelr Emperor. .The out- 
come of his Journey was well expressed 
in the concluding words of his speech 
at Karachi in which he referred to the 
figures of Peace and Justice at the base 
of Queen Victoria's statue. “You do 
well,” said the Prince, “to connect them 
with the memory of Queen Victoria, for 
she grently desired that her Indian sub- 
jects should ever enjoy these dlessings.”

BOILING MEAT. 


The Chief Poiats to Observe In Order 
to Insure Succeas, 

Utter ignorance in this particular 
branch of cooking meat, boiling, is 
often the cause of much waste, The 
chief points fé“observe In order to in- 
sure success are (1) to skim well, (2) to 
keep the pot really boiling all the time 
the meat {s cooking, but—and that 
“but” should be in capitals—the slower 
It bolls the, better; (3) to ascertain the 
exact time required for the alze of the 
Joint and to remore the pot directly the 
time fs up, 

If the Uquor is required for stock it 
is best to put the meat into cold water, 
skimming carefully and taking the 
time from the moment the water boils, 
allowing twenty minutes to each pound 
of meat, Others prefer to plunge the 
joint Into boiling water, observing the 
foregolug rules. This Insures the whole 
goodness of the meat remaining in the 
Joint. 

Fresh killed meat takes longer to 
cook, and frozen meat should be thaw- 
ed before cooking. The less liquor used 
for boiling the better, but it must al- 
ways corer the whole of the meat. 

Time for boiling a twenty pound ham, 
six and a half hours; a tongue, three 
hours; neck of mutton, one and a half 
hours; a fowl, three-quarters of an 


hour.

NURSERY NOTES. 


A baby's mouth and gums should be 
washed every morning with water in 
which a pinch of borax has been dis- 
solved. 

If a child gets a bump an application 
of witch hazel as warn as be can stand 
§t will take out all soreness and pre- 
vent discoloration. 

Always take care that children’s toys 
are light, have no sharp corners or pro- 
Jectlons that may cause injuries to the 
eyes, and, above all, see that they aro 
washable. 

Every child, at least as early as eight 
years of age, should have a room of its 
own, or, If two must occupy it, then 
cach should have a half devoted entire- 
ly to itself and its small belongings, 

A physician says that with delicate 
babies inunctions of sweet oll, lard or 
vaseline are Invaluable, ‘The oll should 
be gently and thoroughly rubbed in. A 
little massage over the baby's abdo- 
men ls a better cathartic than medicine. 





To Fill Holes In Plaster, 

We have all beard of filling holes In 
wood with newspaper pulp, but do you 
know that holes in the plaster wall 
may be as easily filled in? Boll the 
paper hard fn clean water, then mash It 
fine, add a little thick Mquid glue and 
fill in the crack or hole. If it is a-very 
large hole put In a thin layer next the 
laths, pushing it in well between them, 
and walt until this ts.dry before put- 
ting it Ievel with the test of the wall, 
It depends so much on weather and 
warmth in the room that no time can 
be set for this drying, but when it fecls 
hard to the finger the second coat may 
be safely put on. Put the first coat on 
with rough “front,” so it will take the 
last smoothed coat well. If in'a rough 
plastered room, a little experimenting 
and perhaps the addition of some plain 
white paper will enable you to catch 
almost the exact tint of the origina’

Cembing the Halr, 

When ‘combing the balr If one directs 
the teoth downward they catch'In the 
first obstruction, and a struggle en- 
sues, with the result that one loses 
hair. Study the action of a groom who 
knows. his work when combing a 
horse's mane. At the first the teeth 
are ‘directed slightly upward. The 
comb Is drawn down rapidly again and 
again, each stroke gently loosening 
tangles and letting obstinate, tangles 
go. In a few minutes he sets the comb 
at richt angles, and only toward the 
end does he turn the tecth downward.

THE FIRST SPECTACLES, 


They, Were Made Im Italy Im the 
Thirteenth Century. 

Spectacles were Invented late in the 
thirteenth century. The use of glass 
to ald the sight of defective cyes Is, 
however, much older. Nero looked 
through a concare glass in watching 
the gladiatorial games, and many other 
historical men of his day were depend- 
ent on siinilar devices for lengthening 
thelr sight. 

Till the latter part of the thirteenth 
century only the single glass was in 
use, In 1290 the double glasa was in- 
vented, and in the fourteenth century 
spectacles were used quite frequently 
by the very wealthy and high born, al- 
though they were still so scarce that 
they were bequeathed In wil] with all 
the elaborate care that marked the dis- 
Position of a feudal estate. The first 
spectacles were made In Italy. 

Somewhat later the manufacture of 
cheaper glasses sprang up in Holland, 
and it spread lIate in the fourteenth 
century to Germany, Nuremberg and 
Rathenow acquired fame for their 
glasses between 1490 and 1500. 

For many years glasses were used 
only as a means of alding bad eyes, un- 
til the fashion of wearing merely for 
the sake of wearing them sprang up In 
Spaln. It spread rapidly to the rest of 
the continent and brought about the 
transformation of the old thirteenth 
century spectacles Into eyeglasses and 
eventually into the monocle. 





Quicksliver. 

Quicksilver {s found in veins of 
rocks, like gold, silver and other met- 
als. Sometimes the tiny globules of 
the mercury appear in the interstices 
of the rock, but-usually It Is found in 
the form of cinnabar, a chemical com- 
pound containing 13.8 per cent of sul- 
Phar and 86.2 per cent mercury. When 
pure and reduced to a powder it Is a 
bright red color, 

The principal uses of quicksliver are 
for removing free gold and silver in 
placer and quartz mining, for manu- 
facturing vermillion paints and dyes, 
for backing mirrors, for making ther- 
mometers and many otber scientific in- 
struments,

Early if the work Mr. Hall discovered 
the Inclosure wall of the tempie and 
fuund that the inclosure was Interrupt- 
ed by a court or wide avenue, Mned on 
both sides by a single row of columns 
and directed toward the mountain.

the upper waters of the Euphrates to 
the fourth cataract of the Nile H- 
was the greatest conqueror among the 
Pharmohs and the greatest military gcen- 
lus in his history of Egypt.

PASTE FOR ROYALTY. 





Blazing Germs Themselves Are Really 
Stored In Vaults of King’s Bankers. 


The visitor to the Tower of London 
who Is permitted to Inspect the Crown 
Jewels seldom knows that a large pro- 
portion of the blazing gems are merely 
paste, and that, although the Tower 
might be considered a safe enough 
place, most of the famous stones are In 
reality stored in the vaults of the King’s 
bankers, their places being taken by 
cleverly executed copnterfelts in paste. 
The Koh-l-noor is never on exhibition, 
and some of the ether stones are repre- 
sented by proxy, though the famous 
ruby worn in his helmet by Henry when 
he invaded France, and which now 
Dlazes in the centre of the Maltese 
Cross in the crown made for Queen 
Victoria is shown. 

It was the early custom to provide an 
ornate but Inexpensive crown for the 
Queen Consort, and, though these cir- 
clets blaze with jewels, none of them 
are real. When Victosla was to be 
crowned Queen Regnant it was realized 
that it would never do ‘to offer her 
paste, and a new crown was provided, 
for which stones were taken from the 
earlier masculine crowns, 

With the exceptionof the Queen's 
crown and some few stones in other 
badges of royalty, the entire display ts 
of paste, and yet shows. the original 
atones, even the Imperial crown never 
having boasted real jewels. 

Oddly enough, most of these paste 
Jewels attract more appreciative com- 
ment than the few crowns set with 
genuino stones, and the sightseer goes 
on his way rejoicing or envious, accord- 
ing to his temperament, although, any 
fashionable Jewelers store will display 
ten thnes the number of real precious 
stones.

“Wentilation and the removal of dust in 
dust-genera’ industries are treated 
ag matters of chief Importance. The 
law’ requires employers to protect ths 
health of ‘thelr workers in this respect, 
Dut itis stated that the workers them— 








ually the first result of inhaling dust- 
laden air, and it’ paves the way for 
Pulmonary disease. Dust particles gain 
access to the system through slight 
abrasions of the skin and cause mallg- 
nant pustules, ragpickers’ disease, 
glanders and affections of the. eyes. 
Rhee, a Massachusetis physician, «is 
quoted on the average Nfe duration In 
that state. Factory workers live 36.3 
years; craftsmen, 60.8; farmers, 65.3, 
and workmen without Wfefinite occupa- 
tion, 47.4 years. An examination of the 
sources of supply of fresh alr concludes 
that there are no decisive reasong for 
preference in the adoption of any of the 
three locations, near the ground, 25 to 
40 feet above ground or from the ‘roof. 
Canners From Buffalo. 

The importance of the growing can- 
ning industry 1s dwelt upon, and Ht is 
regretted that Canadian labor {s not 
more prevalent, Pollacks, Itallans and 
Swedes from Buffato and Lockport do 
the work on plecework wages, and it is 
stated that many of the giriz return 
With $200 to their homes az their sea- 
son’s savings. The conditions of -hous- 
ing and living of thesc workers Is se- 
verely criticized. Overcrowding is re- 

ported. In one case sixteen females 
slept In a room ten by.sixteen. It is 
Tecommended that a petson should be 
solely employed In making up beds, and 
keeping them clean, in alring the rooms 
and such work. As it is, the beds are 
never made, the rooms are shut up tight 
all day, and the workers return at $ 
at night to the rooms unchanged since 
they left at 6 In the morning. Filthy 
habits and want of ranitation are al- 
luded to, and evidently there Is room for 
improvement. 

Some factories are {n the habit of 
locking their doors. during working 
hours. This {s against the law, and must 
de stopped. The danger in case of fire 
and panic is obvious. 

Under the act one hour must be given 
for the noon meal, Some prefer to 
take haf an hour and get away half an 
hour eariler in the evening. but the in- 
spectors take the position of enforcing 
the act. 

Practical Suggestions. - 

Warning is given against storing 
coal, especially bituminous coal, near 
bollers. Other sources of spontancous 
combustion are also indicated. 

The bursting of emery and corundum 
wheels is mentioned, and frequent in- 
spection urged, as well as the adoption 
of hoods as safeguards. 

It is suggested that the plan adopted 
dy Ottawa, of going systematically 
through the city, one street at a time. 
and corgpelling the erection of fire es- 
‘capes where necessary sbou!d be appli- 
ed to Toronto. 

Insufficient staying of boHers is a 
Point to dwell upon. People do not 
Yealize the danger, usually, as they 
wouhd ff they saw the weight actually 
suspended. 

It is noted that manufacturers’ gen- 
eraly do not consider it profitable to 
work ‘long hours, and only In cases of 
necessity are overtime permits asked 
for. 

In the construction of factory bulld- 
ings.from cement it Is necessary from 
its non-porous quality to pay special 
attention to ventilation. This, with oth- 
er features, Is pointed out In the report. 

A cure for burns Is recommended as 
useful in factories and housckolds gen- 
erally, It is the discovery of Dr. Thier- 
ty of the Paris Charity Hospital. It is 
very simple, consisting of a saturated 
solution of picric acid. After bathing 
the burn, blisters do not form, and all 
pain is suppressed. The only Inc:n- 

j venience §s the yellow stain, which may 
| be removed with boric acid. A pount 
of acid In a barrel of water Is the pro- 
portion used In the French foundries. 





Relic Hunting Vandals. 


The officials of the Education Do- 
partment who went to visit the famous 
serpent mound in Otonabte Township, 
Peterboro’ County, say they found the 
mound in a fairly well preserved condl- 
tion, but that unless immediate steps 
aro taken to preserve it, this Interest- 
ing relic of bygone days will be entire- 
ly lost to posterity, 

Ths mound is not being dest royed by 
the farmer who owns the land, but cur- 
fjosity seekers from aH over the coun- 
try have commenced digging and t‘ar- 
ing it up in hopes of finding Indlan 
relica, 

“If something is not done at once to 
protect)it from these relic hunters, and 
from ‘the plough of the farmer, which 
may desecrat} 1; at any “time, the 
mound will ctrtainly be destroyed,” 
said Mr. David Boyle. 

Mr. Boyle points out that this ecr- 
pent mound Is the only one of its type 
in Canada. He does not accept the 
theory that the mounds of Norih 
America were the work of an extinct 
Face of mound bu!lders, “All evidence,” 
he says, “goes to show’ that these 
mounds Were bullt by the ancestors of 
our Indians, and mounds have been 
constructed by the Indians within his- 
toric times.”

HAS EARL GREY BLUNDERED? 





Said to Have Recommended Royal Hon- 
ors Without Consulting Cabinet. 

Ottawa, July 7.—(Glode Specia!.j)— 
Some of the honors recently conferred 
upon members of the Canadian civil 
seryice are sald to have been bestowed, 
not as a result of recommendation 
from the Government, but because of 
the personal sugkeation of Earl Grey 
himself. 

If the rumor can be credited this ac- 
thon on the part of the Governor-Gen- 
cral is resented by his advisers, who 
feel that in any matter affecting the 
Canadian civil service they are the 
parties solely entivied to make recom- 
mendations, 

That the question has been consld- 
ered by the Cabinet and that a strong 
remonstrance to the imperial authori- 
lies Is contemplated, and, in fact, may 
have been already drawn up and for- 
warded, are also alloged. 


‘FRISCO FIRE LOSSES, 


Over $100,000,000 In Cash Will Be Paid 
to Insured. 


San Francisco, July 7.—One hundred 
and sixty-six ecttlements that have 
been effected by fire insurance com- 
panies Indicate that in the business 
section of San Francisco more than 
$100,000,000 will be paid In claim to 
fire losers. The estimate {s based on 
the adjustments made on losses that 
have already come before committees. 

The average adjusted loss in the 166 
{nstances mentionct,is $84,325, the to- 
tal payments bel $14,000,000. The 
sound value of 166 properties is given 
at $19,000,000 by the adjusters. Con- 
Sequently the reduction for earthquake 
damage and for all other causes in 
the adjustments 43 $5,000,000. 








NAME ERASED FROM ROLLS,

It Was 3.25. Saturday Morning 
When Final Vote Was Taken. 


Aniondnonte by Messrs. Bourassa, monk and Bore 
den are Successfully Voted Down—No Recorded 
Vote on Third Reading But Vote on Borden 
Amendment Reversed indicates the Way 

Members Would Have Gone. 
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Ottawa, July 7.—In the cool gray 
dawn of “a morning after,” the Sunday 
Dill, at 3.25 thls morning, recelved its 
third reading. 

The vote was 77 to 39 and was a 
party one, B@ve that Bourassa and La- 
Vergne voted with the Opposition. T, 
climax came after a serles of votey on 
amendments. 

Bourassa’s amendment “that a clause 
de inserted providing that the act 
should not go Into force in any pro- 
vince of Canada until the Legisiature 
of the province has.enacted (hat sald 
act shall apply to such prevince,” was 
lost—years, 15; nays, 104. 

Monk’s amendment “that the House, 
while recognising the sanctity of the 
Lord’s Day and the necessity of secur- 
tng to all classes proper legislation for 
the proper observance of that day ac- 
cording to each one’s .consclentious 
convictio; is of the opinion that the 
matter of Sunday legislation should be 
left at present with the various pro- 
vinces of the Dominion.” was lost by 
15 yeas to 102 nays.. 

R. L. Borden's amemiment “to pro- 
hibit, except where authorized dy pro- 
vinclal legislature, any games on Sun- 
day, even when not played for reward 
oc galn, and to permit the charging of 
an admission fee to places where dl- 
vine worship was conducted,” was de- 
feated by 39 to 77, as follows:

Cattle Combine. 


At the evening seasion of the House

You say this absurdity of reverence 
for blood is never more demonstrated 
than in the unhappiness of some of our 
international marriages. Many of the 
poverty stricken titled familles of Eu- 
rope want the American ducats. Their 
palms are itching after the American 
gold. But when the dukes and the 
earls and the marquises woo America’s 
fairest daughters and take them to 
their dingy ancestral halls the titled 
mother@-in-law and sisters-in-law and 
cousinsédin-law patronize and slight the 
foreign interloper. Though thelr wed- 
ding robes may be made out of pearls 
and their dowrles be as big as the 
open chest of a Monte Cristo, yet 
because thelr blood Ix not “blue” the 
old families will have as little as pos- 
sible to do with the American brides. 

Yes, it fs absurd to worship at the 
graves of ancestors as do some of the 
titled families of Europe. When tn 
January, 1750, the ancestral bones of 
the Hohenzollerns tere being moved 
into the new crypts of the great cathe- 
dral where they now sleep, Frederick 
the Great, who had a deep reverence 
for hia grandfather, Frederick William, 
the great elector, had his ancestors 
coffin opened, Then he looked with 
adoration upon the face of the dead. 
He patted the hands moldering into 
dust as he turned to his courtiers and 
said, “Ah, gentlemen, these are the 
hands which. did the great works! 
These are the sacred hands!" So some 
People reverence thelr dead ancestors 
end never cease to hold high their 
heads. in pride of what thelr great- 
grandfathers did. though thelr own 
hands have never done anything re- 
markable and though they have been 
all thelr lives mere parasites, depend- 
ing on others for their support and ad- 
vancement. 

But though Europe may err in too 
much reverence for the dead, I be- 
Meve Americans err just as much on 
the other aide when they pretend to 
despise the sources fromewhich their 
family blood is derived. The sins of 
the fathers are visited upon the chil- 
dren, even unto the third and fourth 
generations. By the same law of heri- 
tage the virtues of the parents are 
also transmitted through the blood. I 
want you this morning to analyze your 
Dlood tn the gospel laboratories, 1 
would put your eye to the gospel micro- 
scope and invite you to examine your 
ancestral corpuscles. T want you to 
find your limitations physically, men- 
tally, morally and spiritually. And as 
some of us learn how narrow our 
horizons may be on account of our 
family blood 1 would also have some 
of ua learn how great our opportunities 
of life are on account of father and 
mother and grandparent&é and great- 
grandparents whose qualities we in- 
herit. 

I would take you, in the first place, 
and examine you Im reference to your 
ancestors In a physical sense. I would 
ask you such questions ns the life In- 
surance doctor does when you are 
about to take out a new policy. Are 
your two parents alive? At what age 
did they die? Of what disease? Arc 
your uncles and.aunts alive? At what 
age and of what disease did they dle? 
How long did your grandparents on 
your mother’s side live? How long did 
your grandparents on your father’s 
side live? What were the diseases of 
which they died? Are your brothers 
and sisters all living? What did your 
brother and two sisters die of? You 
Jook up sharply and say to the Ilfe in- 
surance physician: “Doctor, 1 am not 
here to get my familly or my dead an- 
cestors insured. I want to get my own 
Ife insured. Why are you asking me 
all these questions?” The physician 
will answer: “It is véry important for 
me to ask there queations. I want to 
find the family weaknesses. If I find 
that your blood is tainted with the 
consumption microbe or that your par- 
ents died very young on account of 

vsome nervous complaint or if 1 find 
too many cancers among your ances- 
tors, I shall not recommefd your pro- 
poral. You must not only submit to a 
rigid physical examination of your own 
lungs, but you must also testify con- 
cérning the lungs of your father and 
grandfathers." Why wiil we not be as 
rigid in dealing with our own physical 
health. and {n recognizing. our own 
physical Hmitations as ere the life In- 
‘#urance companies when we come to 
them for insurarce? 

When we examine the records of 
Your family we find that several rcie-

guarding against the physical weak- 
nesses you inherited from your father 
and grandfather and — great-great~- 
grandfather?’ : : : 

But'I take a step further in my sub- 
Sect and that we inherit our an- 
cestors’ mental acumen as well as thelr 
gngth of kings and stomach and 
heart and liver... We Inherit the gray 
matter in our brain as well as dour 
depth of chest and clearness of vision. 
We Inherit the ability of our minds to 
think and to reason 2s well as tho con; 
formation of our craniums, within the 
dome of which that brain is protected 
and thinks and plans and studies ‘the 
problems of life. We recognize the in- 
heritable qualities of the mind in which 
the lower orders of animals are pro- 
duced. Why should we not be willing 
to grant that man inherits his mental 
acumen ais0? 

You can take one of the most ord!n- 
ary animals, if you will, away from his 
parents when he Is very young and 
never Jet him associate with his kind, 
and yet that animal will develop the 
mental characteristics of his famliy, 
not one member of which, perhaps, he 
has ever seen since he was a few 
weeks old. Bome years ago a friend 
was talking to a professor of one of the 
New England colleges. He sald, “I co 
not believe all this stuff told about 
beavers belng able to build dams.” The 
professor said nothing at the time. A 
few weeks later he sent his skeptical 
friend a Jittle baby beaver, which he 
had bought from a hunter. This beav- 
er became a tame pet in the family, 
The beaver, if rightly domesticated, be- 
comes as lovable aa a little dog. All 
went quietly for a time. The little baby 
beaver did not scem to have any desire 
to build a dam. But one day a leaky 
pall was put in the back kitchen. No 
sooner did tho little animal see it than 
he ran out in the yard and brought 
back a chip In his mouth and began io 
bulld a ds The skeptical friend of 
the profeflor came in and xaw the 
creature dt work. -He ordered the pall 
to be left Just where It was and kept 
full of water. As the water continued 
to leak out-of the pall the littic beaver 
continued to work at his dam. And, 
says The,Lewiston Journal, from which 
the account was taken, within four 





weeks that little beaver, who had never, 


seca another beaver bullding, conatruct- 
cd a solid dam all around that leaking 
pall. 

So it is with the inherited abilities of 
the human mind, A child may be taken 
from his parents when young, yet that 
child's mind will to a certain extent 
be a reproduction of sime ancestor's 
mind, whom he may never have seen 
or heard of. This fact can de demon- 
strated In many ways, 

We inherit our physical and mental 
tendencies, then, but we do more than 
that. We also. inherlt our capacities. 
As some people are born with a musl- 
cal gift or an artist's gift or with weak 
lega.or with weak eyes, so some peo- 
ple are born Smpulsive or lethargic or 
gruff or gentle or lazy or energetic or 
brave or cowardly. Our way of dealing 
with the brain-or the body ia just as 
much an ancestral heritage oa the body 
and the mind themselves, Let me illus- 
trate my thought by a very common In- 
cident of everyday life: ° 

Here, for instance, is a child born 
with the quality of cautlousness weil 
developed. This chiki’a father and 
mother and grandfathers and grand- 
mothers were all. options. The male 
ancestors were not Amen of adventure. 
They were not fishermen, defying the 
atorma off the banks of Newfoundland. 
Bul these ancestors were quict mer- 
chants of the city. What Is the result? 
The country boy who roams over the 
fields barefooted laughs at thecity boy as 
acoward. By birth and education he is 
in direct contrast to him and ts afrasd 
of nothing. The horses* hoofs and the 
barking dogs and the squirming snakes 
and the deadly tarantulas mean no 
more to him than so many harmless 
doves or fleeing cottontall rabbits, In 
the one case the child both by birth 
and by education is a cautious child, 
while In the other, the country boy, by 
birth and education, knows not what 
physical fear means, ; f 

The sins of the fathers and mothers, 
as woll as their virtues, are visited up- 
on the children even to the third and 
the fourth generations. I believe his- 
tory and- stutistjcs prove it. Now, 
what are to be the great practical de- 
ductions? In the first place, I would 
charge you to have sympathy with 
those who prenatally as well as by en- 
vironment in childhood had a bad 
start in life. Do not be too harsh upon 
the wayward ones unlcss you find out 
who was thelr father and who thelr 
mother. If even with all the good 
physical and moral ancestral blood 
flowing In your veins you have had 
such a hard time to do right, how 
much harder must it be for that man 
to do right who. was born wrong and 
whose early parental training has not 
been what it ought to have been? By 
the law of birth you have no right to 
judge all men alike. It is not falr or 
just or right. Why are we not ready 
to confess the difference of man from 
man Jn @ moral and a spiritual and a 
physical sense? 

In almost every family there are cer- 
tain moral or spiritual delinquencies to 
be found in the ancestral recorda. We 
do not speak much about thelr short- 
comings in public. The family skele- 
tons are ncarly always put in the farth- 
est corners of the darkest closets. We 
not only shut the doors of these closets, 
but doubly lock them with two differ-

You have ja noble Christian wife and 
three children. As long as you are in 
their surroundings you aro all right. 
But beware of that moral delinquency 
of your ancestor. Better give up that 
membership at the club. You may have 
greater opportunity there to yield to 
that evil tendency. You know it, Be- 
ware. You are all right If by the help 
of God you turn and fiee that danger as 
you would run from a mad dog. But 
do not stand and hesitate. Do not Jet 
that evil temptation which overthrew 
one of your ancestors puts its fatal 
hand upon you, else you aré gone. Run 
from that temptation. In God's name, 
run, run, run! “at 
‘ Nor do I wish to discourage you. 
These evil propensities in your nature 
may be turned to useful purposes, The 
philosophers tell us that dirt is only 
matter In the wrong place. The quall- 
ties which cause you so much anxiety 
may be used for your own good and 
the good of your country and the good 
of Christ's cause. The ingenulty and 
skill in the use of tools which |the bur- 
glar employs in breaking into houses 
and picking the locks of safes is not 
an evil, but only, a valuable power 
prostituted to evi] purposes. With his 
powers he might be one of the most 
useful mechanics. So your evil pro- 
nsities ‘may be turned to your ad- 
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@antage and/to that of society.

Perforated indian Skull — Interesting 
Werd Paintings on Temagami Rocks. 


Mr. David Boyle, superintendent ef 
the Provincial Museum, has just re- 
turned te Toronto from Meore township 
in Lambten County. He found the re- 
port about the mammoth remains 
saki to have been discovered there, to 
be incorrect. He could find no traces of 






such an mal 
Mr. le made some excavations in 
the Reserve, however, and pick- 


ed up some relics of value. The most 
interesting was a human skull perfor- 
aied on the apex with a clean cut hele, 
which must have been bored with seme 
Instrument. There are a*few othe~ spe- 
cilmens of a similar description in the 
museum. 

“These holes may have been bored. in 
the skulls before death,” said hir. Boyle. 
“in which case they were no deubt 
made to allow some evil spirit to es- 
cape, as fn the case of one siricken 
with apoplexy. But it is quite possible 
the holes were made after death, and 
would then be made for the purpose 
of hanging the skulls up. 

“The natives of Peru.” he continued, 
“had made considerable progress in 
the art of surgery, and skulls have 
deen found showing clear evidence of 
trepanning, the holes being made with 
sharp pieces of Mint.” 

Interesting specimens of Indian 
word. painting were copled and 
drought to the museum last week by 
Mr. W. H. C. Phillips, who made a trip 
to the Temagami district for the pur- 


pose,, There are two sets of paintings, | 


four specimens In each set. Ons was 
found painted on the rocks on the north 
shore of Diamond Lake, the other at tho 
southern extremity of Lady Evelyn 
Lake. 

They bear’ close resemblance te the 
paintings discevered on the rocks of 
Lake Massanog, Addingion County, 
and peblshed in . Boyle's archaco- 
logical report for §504-5.. No one has 
yet guoceeded in deciphering these in- 
scriptions,

9150,000 Blaze at Hillsboro—Wil Ser- 
iously Affect Market. 


Brockville, July 9—The largest mill 
of the International Talc Co. sald to 
be the biggest In the world, was total- 
ly destroyed by fire at Hillsboro, the 
cause of the blaze being unknown.

It was also charged in Junc, 1900, 
that a Galician gave Wagner $729 of 
Austrian money to send home for 
exchange and that th: owner did not 
get his money back. Wagner was ar- 
rested for stealing it. 

Rey. Father Francois, Roman Catho- 
lic missionary to the Galicians, wrote 
the Department in 1900, stating that 
the offtcial interpreter, Philip Wag 
ner, “takes advantage of the poor 
Galicians.”. The missionary charged 
that Wagner kept 8275 given him to 
put in the dank for a Galician im- 
migrant, that he failed to remit 
money given him by many Galicsans 
to pay Into the land office, and ask- 
ing that Wagner be punished and a 
worthy man put in his place, 

Surely the request of the mission- 
are was a reasonable ome. Surely 
honest men can bz: found for public 
petitions, But here is a man con- 
victed of having perpetrated the 
meanest kind cf fraud on ignorant 
people, kept in office und protected 
because of work—crooked work, pre- 
sumably—done for Hon, Frank Oliver.

Th: ir- 
ritating and yxrky amctions adopted 
by some milkers with bard, horny, 
dirty hands are always avoided. {le 
adds that some aged cows are not 
so tractable, and at first may re- 
quire to be hand-stripped, but after 
continued use they also strip right 
out with the machine. No sore teats 
or other source of irritation have 
been detected. 
The New Zealand Department of 
Agriculture asserts that the process 
is far more comfortable to the cow, 
and the animal almost ruminates 
while milking is proceeding. Kicking, 
restless cows remain more quiet when 
being milked with the machino than 
when ‘the operation is being perform- 
ed by hand. In Australia and Now 
Zealand nearly 800 installations are 
at work:.and as I have before shown, 
wo are getting an increasing quantity 
of butter from t far-off colonics. 
You ask, What is saved by adopt- 
ing the milking machine? The cco- 
nomy of if may be fairly estimat- 
ed at GO per cent. In the cane of a 
dairy of 50 cows, at icast six per- 
fons would be required to perform 
the milking In a reasonable time by 
the hand process. With three pulsat- 
ors the work could be got through 
in about an hour by a dairymaid and

PURE NICKEL COINAGE. 





Suggestion Advanced by Prof. Coleman 
—An Interesting Report. 


The famous Sudbury nickel ficld fs 
described in part three of the report of 
the Bureau of Mines, just Isaued. I! 
embodies the final report of Prof, A. P. 
Coleman on the results of the field 
work which he has carried on for the 
past three summers, with “the object 
of determining in detall the boundaries 
of the nickel-bearing rock, and of ex- 
amining the geological relationships of 
the known ore bodies,’ special a:tentlos 
being given to working minos.” 

In a chapter devoted to the uses of 
nickel ft is pointed out that Switzer- 
land, Austria-Hungary and = France 
within the last few years have adopted 
pure nickel instead of the nickel-cop- 
per alloy for their colnage. The pure 
metal does not tarnish or change color, 
,but keetis bright and attractive, and, a3 
it is harder, the Imprint: stands wear 
much better. “It is more difficult te 
counterfelt, since the minting requires 
more powerful presses.” “Why,”. asks 
Prof. Coleman, “should not Canada, the 
producer of half the nickel of the world, 
replace her ugly cents by clean, untar- 
nishable nickel colns,. almost as hand- 
some as silver and much more durabie? 
Canada is Presently. to have a mint, 
and it should begin its work by coining 
one-ceat and five-cent pieces of pure 
nickel; making use of a distinctivcly 
Canadian metal.” 

In his introduction Prof. Coleman 
who speaks in terms of praiso of the 
assistance given him by Messrs, M, T. 
Culbert, W. E. H. Carter, - formerly 
secretary of the Bureau of Mines, ‘a 
number of ‘Government officiala and 
others, sayz in part: ‘ 
“The Sudbury nickel fleld has long 
been known as the most important 
source of that metal in Ame! if not 
in the world, but the work of the last 
three years has brought out more and 
more strikingly the unique character o! 
this mining region. It bas been proved 
that all the ore deposits of any econo- 
mic importance are at or near the out- 
er margin of a huge laccolithic sheet 
of eruptive ‘rock a mile and a quartet 
thick, Lat Fk ex miles long and seven- 
teen miles side. This sheet is now 
in the form of a boat-shaped synciing 
with its pointed end to the southwest 
and its square end to the northeast 
The rock composing this sheet is no- 
rite at the outer (and lower)  edga- 
merging into granite or grano-diorite al 
the Inner (upper) edge. The ore boules 
are round the margin of the norite, o2 
along dikelike offsets from It, and have 
evidently segregated from the rock 
while still molten, though they may 
have undergone later rearrangement by 
circulating water.” 2 
Later, in speaking of the marginal 
deposits, Prof. Coleman says: “These 
include the Creighton mine owned by 
the Canadian Copper Co, which may 
safely be called the greatest nickel mine 
in the world, having already produced 
probably more than 500,000 tons of rich 
ore, and, as it !s supposed from the re- 
sults of dlafiond drilling, having mil- 
lions of tons in reserve.” —~

Since That of Sebastopol. 


Revolutionary Crowds Dispersed by 
Cozsacke—Lieut. Tom Makes a Re- 
volution-ry Speech, Incites a Rict, 
and ts Arrested—Landlords Flock to 
St. Petersburg Asking Protoctian For 
Property—Reszpects Fereign Opinion. 


Tambow, July 10.—A mutiny broke 
out July 7 in the Kasarva Regiment 
of cavalry, and during the consequent 
disorder an Infantry officer and a 
soldler of the Nejini Dragoons, who 
attacked the mutineers, were killed. 

The mutincers have barricaded 
themselves in thelr barracks. 

St. Petersburg, July 10.—The news 
of the mutiny at Tambow, which ap 
parently Is the most serious of such af- 
faira since the Sebastopol mutiny, Is 
confined to the bare details of a cen- 
sored agency despatch, showlng that 
the mutineers, when attacked by loyal 
troops, offered armed resistance be- 
fore retreating to thelr barracks, 
where they are now barricaded. 


Revolutionary Crowds. 


Political demonstrations, during 
which the crowds carried red flags and 
Sang revolutionary songs, occurred in 
many places in St. Petersburg Sunday 
afternoon and night, necessitating the 
interference of the pollce and military 
patrols. Street cars were held up and 
thelr occupants were compelled to un- 
cover and salute the red flags. 

The most serious affalr happened 
near*the Moscow railroad station, 
where an officer, later identified as 
Lieut. Tom, made ‘@ revolutionary 
speech to a crowd of 2,000 people. A 
detachmer® of police attempted to dis: } 
Perse the assemblage, but the people 
armed themselves with stonea dug Up 
from the streets, and beat off the po- 
licé and squadron of Cossacks. Erentu- 
ally the Cossacks were reinforced and 
fired a blank volley in tno air, where- 
upon the rioters fled to neighboring 
courts, Only a few persons were silght- 
ly Injured. Lieut. Tom was arrested 
and taken to the fortress.

Senator Choquette sald clause five 
would stop harmless horse-racing in 
Quebec by the farmers on Sunday af- 
ternoon, not for gain but to test the 
merits of horse flesh. An admission fee 
of ten cents was charged in order to 
keep up the course, and the race took 
place after Mass, between 3 and 6 
o'clock p.m. He could not starid fof 
the bill unless that clause went out. 

Things He Could Not Reconcile. 


Senator McMullen could not say 
that he was entirely satisfied with all 
the provisions of the dill, and he would 
have been better pleased If some of the 
amendments made in the House had 
not been added. He had no desire to 
trample on the conscientious convic- 
tlons of others, but this legislation was 
necessary in a Christian-profesaing 
county lke Canada He did not} know 
how Senator Choquette could reconcile 
horse-racing and gambling with the 
divine command to keep the Sabbath 
Day holy. 

Senator Choquotte—Not gumbling. 

Senator Cloran—I shall not allow that 
statement to go defore the country that 
we in the Province of Quebec recon- 
elle gambling and horse-racing with 
the observance ef the Lord's Day. 
That's a little too strong. 

Senator MeMullen—I have not_ made 
any such statement. I have not charg- 
ed the people of Quedec with anything 
of that kind, I say. If they can recon- 
cile any of these things I have enum- 
erated with God's law, let me express 
aurprise. - He regretted they had not 
eariler in thelr history enacted Chris- 
tlan legislation of this kind. 


Two Amendments. 


Senator J. K. Kerr of Toronto gave 
notice of two amendments, one to in- 
corporate in the Dill the clause exempt- 
ing Hebrews from the operation of the 
act which was defeated in the House 
and then providing that prosecutions 
could not be unuertaken without the 
consent of the Attorney-General. 

Senator Bostock (British Colurnbdia). 
gave notice of an amendment ¢o, oF 
rather a substitute for, the dill, which 
only valldates all existing provincia! 
lawe, but attempts_to delegate to the 
various provinces . jurisdiction over 
criminal law hereafter so far as neces- 
sary to regulate Sunday. 

Senator Cloran gave notice that he 
would move for the appointment of 
@ speciai committee to consider the 
pending bill and the Sunday qucation 
in all its phases. 

Senator Frost feared the advent of 
the “American Sunday,” and thought It 
the duty of Canada to guard against 
it 


Benator Landry opposed the bill as 
an intrusion upon provincial rights.

Ings. J. M. G@pence was organizer. He 
Was asked to become president, and 
Hon, J; W. St. John was also on the 
doard. There were seven directors, but 
Mr. St. John and Major Cralg dropped 
out, the former owing to a dispute with |- 
.-Manager Spence, and, as the latter con- 
trolled the majority of the proxy vote, 
he succeeded in getting Mr. St, John 
out of tho way, contrary to the wiskes 
of witness. Witness wanted a new 
manager appointed, and ir. Spence 
stepped in with the controlling power 
and bought over Mr, Crawford's stock 
at the price he pald for it, 

Thought Purchase Quite Proper, 

Certain debentures of the Provincial 
Bullding and Loan Co., of which Mr. 
Crawford was president, were dought 
at his instigation by the Central Life, 
despite the fact that the Ontarlo Gov- 
ernment refused them as proper secur- 
ity. Witness explained that he knew 
the value of the debentures, and thought 
the deal quite proper. 

Mr. Tilley approached the subject of 
loans to directors, and learned that 
witness himself had borrowed $4,000 
fromathe Central Life on a promis- 
aory note. No Interest was mentioned. 
Mr, Crawford said thatthe suggestion 
had emanated from Mr, Spence, who 
was very friehdly with him at the 
time, but was not so friendly now. 

J. M. Spence, manager and practic- 
ally owner of the Central Life then 
took the box. The directors, accord- 
ing to him, got thelr stock at par, 
while other subscribers had to pay the 
premium. Along with Mr. Crawford, 
he had borrowed $15,000 from the Im- 
Perisl Bank on personal notes to make 
up the Government deposit. His sal- 
ary was. $3,000 per year for the first 
five years. Mr. Crawford got $400 per 


annum, —_. 
The St, John Trouble. 

The St. John trouble .arose out of 
fees charged the company for their 
law business. Mr. Crawford wanted’ to 
get witness out of the manager's chair 
and make him superintendent, but this 
witneas refused to do, as he would have 
to relinquish his power given him by 
the proxies. 

Mr. Tilley took Mr. Spence’s evi- 
dence In regurd to witneas’ illness. The 
minutes showed a resolution to the ef- 
fect that, during Mr. Spence's illness, 
any extra expense Incurred was to be 
deducted from witness’ salary. : 

Mr. Spence sald that this was not 
correct, and that there was no resolu- 
tion ever passed. . 

From the minutes, Mr. Tilley read 
B resolution to the effect that J. MM. 
Spence be given three months’ leave 
of absence. Wher Mr. Spence came 
back he would not stand for a reduce 
tion of 375 belng taken out of his sal- 
ary.

“Mr. Spence's salary as president 
and general manager was $2,500 a year. 
Mr. Spence sald he was making $300 
on accepting the dual position, He 
made it clear that he was taking $500 
less than his previous contract, and, if 
necessary, should the financial stand- 
ing of the company not warrant this 
amount, he ts willing to take less 

Mr, Tilley brought oft the fact that 
as witness had complete control of the 
company, he would say what his own 
salary would be.

The neutral 
votes included the important chambers 
of London, Birmingham, Edinburgh, 
Melbourne and Sydney. 

The result was received with enthus- 
lastic cheers, the Canadians’ rising to 
their feet and singing “God Save the 
King.” Eighteen English chambera vot~- 
ed against the resolution; the remain- 
der of the opposition was scattered over 
divergent parts of the Empire. 

Advisory Imperial Council, 

Again, on the initiative of Canada, 
congress, after luncheon, took up the 
questiog of an Imperial council. ‘The, 
resolution urging the home and coloni:!" 
Governments to appoint such a-body 
was moved by R. H. Alexander, V: 
couver, seconded by Arthur Bennett. 
Warrington. They argued that {t was 
time to systematize the affairs of the 
Empire. 

On the suggestion of F. H. Mathew- 
son of Montreal, the name was chang- 
ed to “Advisory Imperial Councll.” 

The resolution was adopted, with only 
a few dissenters.

Sir Walter’s Brother. 

A rather curious piece of information 
was found in an article published in 
the Buffalo historical publications that 
a traveler at Niagara in 1817, met Pay- 
inaster Scott, of the 70th regiment, a 
brother of Sir Walter. Scott, and that 
he was supposed to be the writer of 
the Waverley Novels: instead of Sir 
Waltér. A letter was sent containing 
this Information and a generous contri- 
dution of £2 was received for our fund. 
A letter with. the words 70th Surrey 
which had lain at Fort George sinc: 
1817, waa sent and a letter of thanks 
in answer, stating that !t would be

Butler’s Rangers. 

The buttons of Butler's Rangers, dis- 
banded in 1784, are now rare and stil! 
roore so are those of the Queen's Rang- 
ers, the regiment of Col. John Graves 
Simcoe, our first governor. The Royal 
Canadian Volunteers, Canadian Regi- 
ment, and Royal Newfoundland Regi- 
ment ail belong to the period of the 
war of 181%, 23 also docs the King’s 
8th. The buttons of the 76th Regiment 
have the figure of an elephant and the 
word Hindostan. The King’s Dragoon 
Guarda, here in 1337, have the letters 
K D. G. and the Royal Canadian Ri- 
fies have a bugle on each button. 

Had No Number, 


Any additional buttons will be glad- 
ly received, so that the collection. may 
be made more compiete. It Is singular 
that the buttons onthe coat of Major 
Campbell, lately given, have no num- 
ber. He was a prisoner with Cormmwatii: 
fn 1781 and afterwanis belonged to the 
Royal Fusillers and Gth Regiment, etc. 
The history of the British urmy as 
shown in buttons will be found Inter- 
esting, 





_ The Assistant Receiver.General, 
Mr, David Creighton, Assistant-Re- 
ceiver-Geforal, who for fifteen years 
represented North Grey in the Provia- 
ciml Legislature, and who participaied 
In the celebration of the jubilee ‘of 
Owen Sound's incorporation recently, 
ls a native of Glasgow, Scotland, though 
of Irish pcorentage. He was born In the 
Scotch city April 1, 1843, and came to 
Caneda with his parents In 1865.

Creighton was editor and proprietor of 
Zhe Owen Sound Times.

Mr. Creighton sat in tho 
Legisiature from.1875 to 1890, when he 
was defeated by Mr. Cleland of Mea- 
ford, the Liberal candidate.

_ Risks Life to’Save Guides.

Paris, July 13.—The Supreme’ Court 
yesterday announced Its decision, an- 
Buling the condemnation of Dreyfus 
without a retrial. The effect of the de- 
claion is a complete vindicgtion | of 
Dreyfus, entitling him to restoration to 
his rank in the army as though he had 
never been 

The decision of the court was read 
by the presiding judge, M. Ballot- 
Beaupre, president of the Court of Cas- 
sation. Among’ those predgent wero 
Matthew Dreyfus brother of Alfred 
Dreyfus; Maltre Mornard, counsel for 
Capt. Dreyfus, and many others who 
have figured fn the celebrated case, 
Capt. Dreyfus was not present. 
mr An impressive Scerte. 

The scene as the decision was pro- 
nounced was impressive. The court, 
consisting of 49 judges, gowned in 
flowing red robes, solemnly mounted 
the bench, Deep silence. prevailed an 
the presiding judge read ‘the lengthy 
decision, minutely reviewing the series 
of sensational events of the last 12 
years and completely disculpating 
Dreyfus of all wrong doling, freeing 
him of the accusation of being the au- 
thor of the famous incriminating docu- 
ments, on which the entire charge was 
founded, and ordering the annulment 
of the judgment of the Rennes court- 
martial with the publication of the final 
announcement of his innocence In 58 
newspapers, to be chosen by Capt. 
Dreyfus, 

The reading of the decision lasted an 
hour and it was only at the close that 
the spectators realized the sweeping 
Rature of the vindication. 

Matthew Dreyfus hastily despatched 
& messenger to bear the good news ta 
Capt. Dreyfus and Mme. Dreyfus. 

Outside the court the crowds re 
celved the decision without making 
any demonstration.

“I have nothing to say against 
accusers, Belng again an officer, I a 
odliged to obey the army regulations 
of silence, dut I am - inexpressibly 
thankful to ail who have assisted in 
the maintenance of truth.” 
¢ A Celebrated Case. 

Capt. Alfred Dreyfus of the artillery, 
member of a wealthy Hebrew family of 
Alsace, where he was born in 1859, was- 
on Oct 14, 189%, arrested on the charge 
of communicating French military se- 
crets to @ forelgn power. Two months 
later he was tried Dy court-martial and 
found guilty, and Jan. 5 he was pub- 
lcly degraded and deported to Devil's 
Island, near Cayenne, French Guiana, 
there apparently to spend the remain- 
der of his Mfe. The friends and rela- 
tives of Dreyfus, notably his wife, al- 
Ways believed in his innocence, and de- 
voted all thelr energica te the work of 
proving that he had been unjustly con- 
demned. 

In June, 1899, a fresh court-martial of 
Dreyfus was ordered and the prisoner 
was brought back from Devil's Island | 
to be retried.

Poem In Twelve Cantos. 

Mr. Kirby’s imaghation found a sin- 

gular attraction In the history and tra- 
dition connected with the Loyalist sct- 
tlement In Canada, and it is to this 
circumstance that we owe his first 
book, “The U. E.” published at Nia- 
gara fn 1859, a poem in twelve cantos 
of Spenserian stanzas, which consists 
of a series of pictures of the people 
and the life of Loyalist times. 
- Its chief merit 1s to be found tn its 
graphic description and in a certain 
sweet nobility and purity of character 
which belonged to everything that Mr. 
Kirby wrote. The opening stanza rep- 
resents the artistic level of the whole 
poem very fairly, and may be taken a4 
indicating the character of all Mr. Kir- 
by’s poetical work:

Selected For Royal Society. 

A complete Mat of-Mr. Kirby's prose, 
&s well as. poetical, writings, may b2 
found In the bibliography of the mem- 
bers of the Royal Society of Canada, 
which Js Included In the twelfth volume 
of thelr proceedings. He was one of 
the twenty original members of the 
English section named at its forma- 
tion by the Marquis of Lorne. 

Besides “The U. E.", ‘The Golden 
Dog.” and “The Canadian Idylis," a col- 
lection of hls short poems named above, 
Mr. Kirby’s' chief prose publications 
were, “The Memoirs of the Servos 
Family.” and the “Annals of Niagara.” 

Mr. Kirby was for several years pres- 
ident of the Niagara Historical Society, 
and took a deép-interest in everything 
connected with the preservation of his- 
torical monuments and scenes. This 
interest was notably manifested In a 
letter which he wrote with his own 
hand while confined in bed during an 
illness last year, and addressed to Misa 
Carnochan, president of the Niagara 
Historical Society. 

Also Wrote Three Plays, 

Mr. W. D. Lighthall, of Montreal, is 
authority for saying that Mr. Kirby 
was the author of three unpublished 
plays, “Beaumanolr.”. “Joseph in 
Egypt.” “The Queen's Own.” 

But it is as the author of that ro- 
mantic story, “The Golden Dog,” ‘that 
Mr. Kirby will be long remembered by 
"the rest of the world, as well as in 
Canada. An account of thé origin of 
the novel is given by the author him- 
self in a letter written to Sir James Le 
Moline In 1879. “I happened to be in 
Quebec In 1865, my business being to 
attend to @ bill then pending in Par- 
llament. I bought one of your ‘Maple 
Leaves,’ and the account you gave of 
the Chien d'Or took my fancy vesy 
much, Sulte and I were sitting in the 
wiadow of the St, Louls Hotel one day, 
and I epoke to him about the story, and 
wanted him to write it out and Jest- 
ingly sald that if he would not write 
@ novel on it, I would. Sulte did not 
take the fancy, and I thought no more 
about It until my return home, when I 
found: the Chien d'Or sticking Ilke a 
burr to my imagination. . .' and I 
wrote the story as I got the time.” 

Manuscript of Book Mislaid. 

The manuscript was sent to a Lon- 
don publishing house, and niisiaid for 
several years, Finally it was discover- 
ed in the Grand Trunk station at To- 
ronto, and the author, after having re- 
modelled it, gave the story to Mr. John 
Lovell, of Montreal, by whom it was 
Published in 1877. A French translation 
appeared soven years later. 

The morit of the book was slow In be- 
ing recognized at first, but it gradually 
took a strong hold on the‘attention of 
those who loved a fino romance, and

An Interesting New Ontarian, 


One of the most Interesting men cf 
New Ontario {s Major J. R. Gordon, 
C. E. now of Cobalt, but formerly of 
Sudbury, Major Gerdon ts one of the 
few who are privileged to read thelr 
obituaries. Years ago, and before tho 
days of the C. P, R, a canoe supposed 
to be his was found on the banks of 
the French River, and based on this a 
report that he had Seen drowned found 
its way Into the newspapers. This 
caused a fruitless search and great 
anzlety to his family and friends, but 
a few days later Major Gordon return- 
ed from an expedition into New On- 
tarfo, and had the curious experience 
of reading an obituary notice of him- 
self, Major Gordon was one of the plo- 
neers of the Sudbury district and of 
New Ontario, which he has thoroughly 
explored. His recent feat of engineering 
{n the Cobalt district has attracted 
Widespread attention as the result of a 
profound study of the mineralogical 
character and geological conditions of 
the district. He conciuded that a large 
vein of silver ore ran under Clear Lake, 
in the Township of Coleman. In a moat 
skillful and ingenfous fashion he at- 
tached a diamond drill, operated by a 
gasoline engine, to a scow hastily con- 
structed on the lake, and succeeded tn 
piercing the vein within a few Inches 
of the point calculated on, at a depth 
of about seventy feet. Major Gordon 
recefyed his sclentific training at the 
School of Practical Science, Toronto, 
which has produced so many success- 
ful engineers. His father was a distant 
cousin of Gen. Gordon, known as “Chi- 
heso” Gordon. Robertson Smith was a 
relative on his mothers side. One of 
his brothers is “Ralph Conpgt,” and 
another, Dr.. A. R. Gordon, is a distin- 
gulshed member of the professoriate of. 
the University of Toronto, .

‘There are scarcely..three clubs in 
city that do not Include a considerable 


umber of poor men in their member- 


ebip, The average income of the whole. 
of the ten’ best’ known 
clubs in the city iis probably nearer 
$10,000 a year than $50,000 a year,’ and 
almost every one of these clubs in- 
cludes some scores of men with incomes’ 






Woll below $10,000 and'a good many 
with incomes well below $5,000. 

There ts a real democracy of New 
York club life; Youths In thelr early 


twenties and just beginning their ca- 
teers on very moderate salaries fre- 
quent truly palatial clabhouses, break- 
fast In rooms such as few princes ever 
use and Jounge before fireplaces that 


are to be matched only in) the most 
splendid buitdings of Europe. 

The poor man's credit at the clut!' is 
as good as the rich man’s, and both are 
impartially posted when they. neglect 
to pay their bills in good season. There 
are a good many. Instances also’ in 
which the monthly bills of the poor 
man are higher than those of his rich 
fellow member, for the frequenters of 
clubs are apt. to be the poorer rather 
than the richer members. ‘ 

Many a man of small means regards 
bis membership in a first rate club4n 
the light of a profitable investment. 
Such a man, if a confirmed bachelor, 
has probably ved for twenty years 
within half a block of the club, paying 
s few. hundreds a year for a small 
bedroom and finding all bis luxuries In 
the apartments of the clubbouse. 

Without being In the least mean be 
makes of the club a money saving in- 
stitution for himself. Its comfortable 
lounging rooms save him annually 
from $300 to $1,000 a year Ig rent, ac- 
cording to the Jocation in which he has 
his modest fodgings. After that he 
saves a falr percentage on everything 
he eats and driiks at the club. 

Uls simple breakfast costs bini per- 
haps 10 per cent leas than It would cost 
at any restaurant he would be Iikely 
to frequent, and the same Is true of his 
dinners. If be takes three-fourths of 
his meals at the club he saves annually 
about $100 In tips. 

If he drinks. wine at dinner he saves 
from 10 to 25 per cent upon every bot- 
tle, If he permits himself the luxury 
of a cab he saves a handsome per- 
centage by ordering It through the club 
and avolds all possibility of a row 
with the cabby over the amount of the 
fare, Many 2 man writes all his let- 
ters of a social character and some of 
4 business character at the club, and 
thus saves from $15 to $10 a year In 
stationery. 

He need buy no books, nor need he 
subscribe to a-library, for there is the 
club library, free for his use. He never 
need buy a periodical or even a news- 
paper save when he travels, for all 
that he reads are freely supplied by 
the club. And the enjoyment of all 
these things imposes upon him no con- 
siderable expenditure for extravagant 
luxurics. He is sure, especially In the 
college clubs, to find plenty of men 
with Hke modest Incomes and simple 
tastes as himself, and he may sit for 
hours with cronies over the cafe table 
without spending money that be can- 
not afford and without giving offense 
to the servants of the house committee. 

Most club members probably do not 
keep a debit and credit account with 
the club, but the man of modest means 
and moderate habits would find the ex- 
amination of such an account a matter 
of great satisfaction, Such a man, 
paying $250 as on entrance fee and $75 
a year In dues, fs likely to find himself 
at the end of twenty years a long way 
ahead of the game. The club in twen- 
ty years has cost him rather less than 
$2,000 for entrance fees, dues and con- 
tributions to the Christmas box, and 
his savings by rehson of the clud have 
been from $10,000 to $16,000.

On the subject of reckless speculation 
public opinion may not always be en- 
lightened, or may. not exactly square 
with public practice, but it is generally 
sound. If a plebiscite were taken as 
to the moral character of ventures of 
the get-rich-quick order there are few 
voters who would hesitate to put their 
inark opporite the word “bad” on the 
Sallot-paper, though at that particular 
moment the maferity might have their 
earnings ctahed on some “wild cat” 
enterprise.  FEspsctally {s the lure of 
the “tlcker™ an svil against which the 
mass of the peopie are forearmed by 
thelr consciencec, if not by’ their intel- 
ligences, MilMors of adults t¢ whom it 
is & mystery dencunce {t as sn iniquity, 
but somehow micre ‘or less of “the pud- 
Ne" always maxes {ts way to the mar- 
ket and stays there, 

A Popular Error. 

Reckless speculation has no peculiar 
haunts, 
of conservative busincss as well as in 
the resorts of the gambling fraternity. 
The “ticker” ts heard alike in the jegi- 
timate broker’s office and in the bucket 
shop, and plungers are to be met with 
in both places. In the one, as in the 
other, there {is trading on margin. 
Fixing on these points in common, and 
delng uninformed os to the points of 
difference, the undiascriminating but 
righteous public condemns both, and, 
worse than all, scizes on the term 
“bucket shop” as a convenient name 
for both. The recent rald in Toront> 
Was suMicientiy sensational to be the 
talk of the town, talk in which the cr- 
ror often cropped up that “bucket 
shop” was a sinng term embracing al! 
brokers executing orders for® stocks, 
Donds, or produce on margin. Many 
People otherwise weil versed in the 
ways of business, and not without ex- 
perience of stock-dealing, show them- 
ay Se to be unaware of the distinction. 

The Broker. 

The legitimate broker buys and sells 
shares, bonds and produce, taking and 
making delivery cf the ectual 
for his customers. If a client orders 100 
shares of C. P, R, common stock at a 
stated price the broker gets It for him 
‘€ it t¢ obtainable at that price. An- 
other service the broker very common- 
ly rendors. He obtains for the custom- 
ef & loan of the money, over and abore 
the latter's margin, that Is requirea to 
bey for the siock, the stock Itseif be- 
tux pledged ay collateral for the bor- 
rowed funds. Bu: there is an actual 
purchase of the siock, an actual pay- 
reent of the purchase sum, and an ac 
tual delivery of the acript. The busi- 
ress ts facilitated if the broker belongs 
to & stock exchange, that Is to say, a 
market place in which commission deal- 
ers meet at specified hours to bid and 
cfer for accurities that are ta .bo 
bought or sold according to the vary- 
ing onters of clients. The business of 
& great stock exchange, such a: that 
of New York, ls vast, For the pur- 
poses of this trade a tremendous mo- 
chanism has come Inio oxistence. ” 

Bucket Shops,

In times of falling prices the clients 
of the bucket shops cling to the “bul!”

At other 
times, when there {s neither a ‘Dull* — 
nor @ “bear” market, but what is call- 
ed a traders’ market, that is, when 
Prices are tp and down, the duckat 
shops usually do very well. In such 
times their daily letters are full of 
warning to customers to hold on, as a 
big rise is coming. The customers 
who heed that advice generally exper- 
fence a smart setback which wipes 
out thelr slender margin and turns it 
into the coffers of the bucket shop 
man. All the managers arts«must be 
Plied to keep a customer from selling 
when the latter has a profit in sight, and ~ 
to acceterate his selling when the mar- 
ket has declined. In other words, while 
tt Is the policy of the tegitimate brok- 
ers to have his clients make money so 
that they may increase their tusiness 
with him, it is necessary to the exist- 
ence of the bucket shop proprietors 
business that his clients lose money. 
Among his clients there are usually 
some who know the condition of the 
actual market and are able to keep 
thelr margin good. To find money .to 
pay thelr winnings and to make pro- 
fits for himsel?, the bucket shop keoper., 
must shake his weaker customers out. _ 
This is one reason why the business 
was placed under the ban of the Crim- 
inal Code. °

Graveyard Insurance Is Explained to 
Commission — Comp:ny Ie Against 
Rebating — Manager Seys Mutual 
Life Has Original Ideas. 


e aor 

Waterloo, July 13—The. Insurance 
Commission was graced yesterday 
morning by the presence of two women 
policyholders of the Mutual Life. They 
“at out the longest session held yet, 
and appeared anxious to see the affairs 
of ‘their company laid bare. 

Robert Melyin, president and only 
survivor of the first board of directors 
of the Mutual Life Co, was called. The 
salary Hst was the first point taken up. 
Witness commenced on $3,500 per year, 
but was now getting $8,500. in 1905, 
$13,600 was paid to the president, vice. 
president and directors. T. E. Bow- 
man, the first president, held office un- 
Ul 1897, when witness was elected. Hon. 
Justice Britton as 2 director gets $1,000 
per annum in fees and expenses. © Mr. 
Melvin ‘sald that many policyholders 
attended the annual meeting. but he 
wished a great many more would at- 
tend. The meeting was well advertised. 

Mutu:! Loans. 

Speaking of loans Mr. Melvin, as 

President of the Guelph and Ontario 
Loan, put through a deal whereby the 
Mutual borrowed $90,000 to purchase 
bonds of the Berlin and Hespeler and 
Galt Railway. The Mutual pald 1 per 
cent. for three months. In December. 
1903, the Mutual Life had anticipated 
Tevenue to a considerable extent by 
making leans and taking Investments. 
The Mutual had bought some Richmond 
debentures,. which was the occasion of 
an ove ft. but to avold having the 
overdraft appear In the annual state- 
ment the Molsons Bank came to the 
Texcue. The bank held the debentures 
for a few days at the end of the year. 
and resold them to the Mutual. -Thi 
whols board were wise to the proceed- 
ing. 

Manager Geo. Wegenast was called. 
He began in 1880 as Junior and roxe to 
manager in 1898 at $3,000 uw year. He 
succeeded Mr. Hendrie who wus given 
@ retiring allowance under the gulse of 
Salary as consulting actuary. 

Agents on Board. 
In 1891 a Relleville policyholder 
elected Agent Burrows a director, but 
as he could not hold doth positions hr 
resigned fn favor of the agency. An 
Ottawa barrister als» got proxies to- 
gether and elected himself to the board 
for a year only. To-day the officers of 
the company hold a large number of 
proxies’ In March, 1906, 3,400 proxics 
were held by the company. There were 
36,519 policyholders and at the last an- 
nual meeting 8.453 votea were cast, or 
about 32.7 per cent. Thirty-flve policy- 
holders were present, of whom 27 were 
agents. The total. vote cast was prac- 
tical proxies had by the company. In 
fact, witness admitted that the preri- 
dent and manager had nearly all the 
Proxies and practically controlied the 
affairs of the company. 
Western Mortgages. 

The executive committee dealt with 
all investments. Mortgage loans in 
the west were the chief Investments 
which were put through by the agent«, 
an inspector and a solicitor. Loans 
were also made In Western Ontari», 
but at no time have directors received 
commissions for putting through deals. 
The average rate of interest was 6.14 
per cent.. and fully half of the com- 
pany’s investments were In the west. 

To Mr. Langmulr Mr, Wegsnast said 
that the company had no trouble In 
plactrg thelr money out at Interest, 
but ‘eat he waa in favor of broadening 


the « aft investments In such a way 
that ~wi'un companies should bo 
able Saves. In forelgn bonds, but

Melvin Contradicts. 
Mr. Selvin jumped up and sald

Mr. Tilley 
thought {it might be in the Interests of 
the policyholders to let the business 
reat In these days of high expense, but 
witness sald that competition was so 
keen a company could not afford to 
hold on the job for a second. The ex- 
ponses for first years’ dDusiness last 
year amounted to $173,082. 

To Commiasfoner Kent, witness sald 
that mortality of the Mutual Life, was 
fairly unifo throughout the country.

“vestments Told About.) 


Hamilton, July 14—The Royal Com- 
mission on Insurance, with its retinue 
of counsel, accountants, actuaries, re- 
porters, stenographera and typista, will 
go 40 Winnipeg with an ‘opening ses- 
sion'on Tuesday, July 24, at 10.30 am, 
‘This was announced after the examina- 
tion of the Federal Life ‘Ansurance Col 
waz completed here yesterday after- 
noon. : 


David Dexter, president and general 
manager of the Federal Life, was in 
the box all day. The. Federal Life waz 
Organized in 1874 The capital was 
Dlaced at $70¢,000, fully subscribed. In 
1900 the capital was Increased to $1. 
000,000, which, according to witness 
was done for advertisirig purposds only. 
The new stock was Issued at 13 per 
cent, and a premium of $5.20 per share 
of 40 per cent, of the call, The pre- 
tolum‘ was placed to Increase the re- 


serve. 
Public Got Ne Chance, 

Mr. Tilley Drought’ out the fact 
strongly that the public did not get a 
chance to get in on thin new stock. 
It was all gobbled up by the sharehold- 
ers. Mr. Dexter got 336 shares for him- 
self &nd some more in trust. 

The Federal Life had an Impairment 
of capital to the extent of $40,000 in 
1890, This was made up by several d!- 
Tectors taking as security an agree- 
ment signed by a goodly number of the 
shareholders, to the effect that until th> 
loan was paid Buck all the bonuses and 
profits were to be turned over to those 
directors who had come to the rescue. 
This agreement was not kept, however, 
for instead of ‘the shareholders stand- 
ing for the loss the company paid th> 

claim out of bonuses, salaries and other 
expense items. At the end of the year. 
instead of an impairment, a surplus wit 
897, 2 ae ee turned again iw 

and worked Itke a charm «,| 
That Agreement. Z 

Mr. Tilley. then went {nto the agree- 
ment between the directors and share- 
holders minutely. 

J. H. Beattle and T. H. Wilson ‘had 
put up $10,000 each, and M. Alkensand 
Wiliam Cairns $2,000 each. Counsel 
held that the Federal was in no wy 
Uadle for this $24,000, while Mr. Dexter 
insisted that it was the Intention that 
the company should be Mable. Mr. 
Tilley could not sce tt in this way. Fin- 
ally Mr. Dexter sald that he had been 
informed that the agreement was fau!- 
ty, and that ax a matter of law the 
company were liable, 

Mr. Dexter hes no use for the palicy- 
holder in the management of an Insur- 
ance company. Shareholders in the 
Federal, Mr. Dexter sprang a new ides. 
Half a dozen stockholders got together 
and formed a trust fund. To mak» a 
long story short, Messrs. Dexter. Has- 
Ntt, Cairns, Potts, Scott and Woiver- 
ton own 5,117 shares, and so have the 
control of the company. 

More Loans. . 

Mr. Tilley tn his examination of Mr. 
Dexter brought It out that Dr. Wolver- 
ton. Hugh Murray, Director Waketleld 
and T. C. Haslett, director and solic!- 
tor, had obtained loans, totaling $20.- 
750, but Mr. Dexter said that the Fed- 
eral had not lost a copper in all there 
transactions The company: had pur- 
chased Hudson Bay an Sao Paulo 
bonds, which witness knew wére un- 
authorized. 

W. H. Ray of Whitby had recelved 
$200 loan on 50 shares of Federation 
stock, This was the only loan mads¢ 
on the company's stock. 

The Federal had made large call 
loans to private Individuals. 

impzirment. 

The capital of the Federal was Im- 
palred for several ycars; in 1891, $1929;

“Lat me Jook at her once more,” beg- 
ged Spindleman, as the officer grasped 
him by the arm to take him to the po- 
lice station, Belleving that the man 
was sorry for his deed, Maltre, his 
heart filled with pity for the trembling 
blood-stained wretch, led him back to 
the lawn, where the woman lay, dead. 

Blood trickled from a wound just In 
front of her left ear.

Therefore he placed before 
Agassiz but two dishes—one of pota- 
toes boiled and one of potatoes roast- 
ed, But while the naturalist sat 
by the side of the great scientist Oken® 
unfolded for him his investigations in 
matural philosophy, “Never before,” 
wrote Agassiz, “were such potatoes 
grown on this planet, for the mind of 
the man seemed to enter into what we 
ate socially together, and I devoured 
hia intellect while munching his pota- 
toes, I repeat it—] never ate such a 
dinner before or since.”

Age, Feed and ‘Temperature Seem te 
Have Ne Bearing en Bise. 

The Salrelinus fontinalis, which Ie 
currently but Inacctrately called brook 


was 
largely instrumebtal ‘in exploding this 
fallacy. It is not an uncommon thing 
for an. angler with ordinary luck to 
get a six or seven pound trout of this 
variety. It Is known that a trout may 
grow to weigh elcven or twifte pounds. 
There Is, however, great difficulty in 
accounting for its rariation in size. 

In’ northeastern Canada there are 
large streams and lakes in which only 
flngerlings have ever been found. In 
the immediate vicinity of such waters 
three and four pound trout are quite 
common and seven and eight pounders 
,are not phenomenal, In all these wa- 
ters crustacea do hot abound; there are 
no small fish of any kind except small 
trout.. All the fish are pure fiy feeders. 
At some places, it is true, frogs abound, 
but taken as a whole the difference In 
food supply is not an adequate ex- 
planation for the difference In growth. 

There 1s no substantial difference in 
the waters ns to temperature, size, 
origin and course. Climatic conditions 
are the same. The small trout taken 
to virgin lakes In which thero are no 
fish have sometimes grown to a great 
size, have sometimes remained small 
and sometimes have not thriven. The 
anglers who haunt these waters have 
not yet found a satisfactory explana- 
tlon of this pecullar condition of things. 
It is one of the mysteries which Iends 
fascination to the art. “You never can 
tell what Is golng to happen when you 
go fishing.”

‘The Beautifal and Serviceable Drees 
. Materials They Yield, 

There are In all about half a dozen 

lace bark trees in the world, so called 

because the inner bark yields a natural 

lace in ready made sbeet form, which 


. 


can be made up in serviceable articles” 


of apparel. Only four of these curious 
species of trees are of much practical 
value. Tourists who hare stopped at 
Ifawall or Samoa may recall the lace 
bark clothing of the natives—clothing 
ofa neat brown color when new,. of re- 
markable strength and of a fragrant 
odor, like freshly cured tobacco leaf. 
The native tapa cloth, as It is called, 
is made from the bark of the Bruso- 
netia paplrifera, but It is not. usually. 
included among the real lace bark 
trees, Jn its naturni state the real lace 
bark is of a delicate cream white tint, 
It is probably a kind of Obrous pith. 


When’ the outer bark Ss removed it can [' 


be unfolded and unwound in one seam- 
less piéce, having a surface of a Nttle 
more; than a square yard, Washing 
and sun bleaching give it a dazzling 
white appearance. The fabric ts airily 
light. It is used In the West Indies for 
mantijfis, cravats, collars, window cur- 
tains—in a word, for every purpose

THE GOORALS OF POLAND. 


Honest, Hospitable and “Brave, bat 
Obstinate and Quarrelsome, 

The character of the goorals has 
nothing In common with the! humble 
peasants of the low country. In thelr 
good qualities and faults they rather 
resemble the proud noblemen of Fo- 
land. They are vivacious, honest. hos- 
pitable and full of pride, bravery and 
chivalry, on which one may always 
count. But thelr defects are grave. 
Obdatinacy and quarrels lead them of- 
ten to bloody fights, the lack of thrift 
is frequent among them and superstl- 
tions haunt them at every step. They 
eve nature and in thelr songs praise 
thelr, gigantic, peaks; spruce forests 
and ‘the clouds and raln. + They build 
thelr houses facing Tatra, which they 
constantly observe and consult about 
weather conditiéns. A gooral cannot 
Uve. without his mountains, and It he 
sometimes leaves them homesickness 
Will sooa bring him back. 

‘They are very religious, but their 
Christian faith Is mixed with old su- 
perstitions, and the, Roman Catholic 
rites are mingled with weird, often 
very picturesque, usages which have 
thelr origin in the old Sisvoule pagnn- 
fam. 80, for instance, on St. John's 
night Sobotka Is celebrated by burning 
bonfires on fields and hills and by 
dancing, a festixity which»in pagan 
times was beld on the summer solstice 
in'honor of Sriatovit, the god of sun, 
fire and love.” ; 

On Easter holidays from every bouse 
various kinds of food are brought iuto 
the church to be blessed by the priest, 
or the priest, accompanied by a sexton, 
goes to the house, where on a long, 
white’ covered table cake, eggs and 
veulson await his blessing. This Is 
called swiocone. ‘The table remains 
corered with food for a week to awalt 
all friends ,of the house that may 
come. : , 

The Volish tongue among the moun- 
talneets has pleasant, soft Infections, 
and thelr dialect resembles the old Po- 
lish of the fifteenth or sixteenth ccn- 
tury. The picturesque and practical 
costume of the goorals consists of a 
coarse linen shirt fastened with o brass 
brooch; a serdak, which Is a sleeveless 
sheepskin jacket of a reddish color, 
richly decorated with applique orna- 
ments of colored leather and silk em- 
broldery and Ilned with fur; tight fit- 
ting trousers of coarse, whitlsb, home- 
made woolen cloth, and a cloak called 
tauha, worn usually over one shoulder, 
A black felt hat shaped Ike a mush- 
room and soft leather sandals (perpce) 
complete a costume that weighs from 
thirty-five to’thirty-elght pounds, but Is 
& good protection against cold and the 
rain which in these regions Is frequent, 
for twenty dnys in a month are at least 
drizzly.—W, T. Benda in Century. 








Fort Saratogn. - 

With the history of Old Saratoga the 
names of Schuyler and Livingston are 
closely associated. Fort Saratoga was 
built In 1690 by Major Peter Philip 
Schuyler, and around it grew up a 
small settlement which suffered many

In dairy districts, away from the 
cities, there ara many calves raised 
on skimmilk and sold, rt. vary a 
good deal in size and quatify, indleat- 
ing very plainly the teod and caro 
that have becn given them. 

It will hardly pay to raise a lot of 
amall, poor calves to sell, and it cer- 
tainly will not to keep.

THE MAGNETIC COMPASS. 


First Used om European Yeesels In 
the Twelfth Century. 

Bome Aaian péople, perhaps the Chi- 
nese, discovered many centuries ago 
that a kind of iron ore possessed a very 
pecullar quality, We call this ore maz- 
netic ore, or, in more common lan- 
guage, todestone, and it is very widely 
distributed, especially in the older. 
ceystalline rocks. It was found that if 
& bit of lodestone were placed in water 
upon a plece of cork or straw braid it 
would turn till the axis of the stone as- 
sumed'a north and south position. A 
phenomenon of magnetism had been 
discovered by means of an ore that-is 
pecullarly susceptible to magnetic in- 
tuence. 

It is an m question whether the 
Chinese utilized the directive power of 
the lodestone, but it is certain that the 
first rude compass was not used on 
European vessels before the twelfth 
century of our era. By thit time the 
true magnetic compass had Leen evoly- 
ed through the discovery that if an 
{ron or steel needle were stroked on a 
lodestone {t would recelve the attrac- 
tive and directive power of this ore. 
With this appliance placed at the 
service of navigation the vessels that 
had hugged the coasts soon dared to 
venture even out of sight of Iand.’ A 
new impetus was gradually given to 
cartography,.for now the true direc- 
tlons of the coast Ines might‘be chart- 
ed with some approach to accuracy. It 
was the happy fortune of Italian sall- 
ors to make the surprisingly excellent 
surveys of the directions and lengths of 
the Black sea and Mediterranean 
coasts and along the Atlantic to British 
water that have come. down to us in 
the so culled Portulan maps.—Cyrus C.

LIVING ON STILTS. 


A Strange Sight In the French Tar- 
pentine Grewing Country. s 
People live on sixteen foot stilts tn 
the remarwable turpentine growing 
country of France. They don these 
stilts after breakfast and do pot re- 
move them again till it is time for bed. 
There are two reasons for the wear- 
Ing of stilts In the turpentine country. 
One is the turpentine gathéring. The 
otber Is the herding of the great flocks. 
The turpentine comes from the mart- 
Ume pine.j This tree is tapped, a shin- 
gle ts inserted, and from the shingle is 
bung a tiny bucket into which the tur 
pentine drips. The tapping process is 
Ike that used on the American sugar 
maple. 

Young pine trees are tapped low, but 
with each year’s paxsage the Incision Is 
made higher, so that it is not long be- 
fore most of the trees are tapped twen- 
ty or thirty feet from the ground. 

Hence the huge stilts of the work- 
men. On these stilts they traverse the 
flat country, covering five or six yards 
with each stride, and quickly and eas!- 
ly they collect the turpentine that orer- 
flows the Ntue buckets hanging high 
up In the trees. 

It fa for berding also that the stilts 
are useful. The country is very fiat, 
and the Lerdsman unless be continual- 
ly climbed a tree would be unable to 
keep all the members of bis buge flock 
in sight. But striding about on bis 
stilts he commands a‘ wide prospect. 
He Is always, as it were, upon a bill 

The stilt wearers carry a fifteen foot 
staff with a round, fat top like a din- 
ner plate. "When It {s lunchtime or 
when they are tired they plant upright 
under them the staff and sit down on 
Its round, fat top. Then In comfort, 
seated so dizzily high, they eat and 
rest aud chatter—a strange alight to be- 
hold. - ¢

The King vs, Wesley Doshane. — 
The defendant stands aceused of 
obtaining $425 frdm Jimes .Shappee 
by false pretences. Defendant denies 
the acctsstion, The facts material 
to the cage are not many. Shappec 
and Deshane were oelghbors ‘and 
friends. Shuppee sailed for c live- 
litiood, owning a schooner,’ Donhane 
Was engaged in the manufacture and 
wale of ginger beer. After osome ne- 
potiations, Ueshune  svoftd one-half 
jutercst in the plaut and. ‘business 
ser 3425 to DShappee. What passed 
by the sale is set forch ina writ- 
ten agreement duly-eavcated by both 
parties. 

The thoney was paid to Deshane, 
and Shappee worked in the munu- 
facture of beer for two weeks, 
when he left the business, and has 
done nothing in conuctiGn with it 
since that time.* Deshane hax con- 
tinued the business. Shappee is the 
person whe has Inid this informa- 
tion, charzing Deahsne with the 
above mentioned crime. 

Shayppee, in bis evidenee, narrates 
representations made by Deshane to 
bim relative to the ousinena, and de- 
clares that he believed these repre- 
sentations to be true, and so paid 
over his money. Shappee declares 
that nearly all of the represcntationas

made by Desbane, to induce Shap 
pee to purchase the interest in the 
dusiness, und thus fraudulently poa- 
tess himsclf of Shappee's $425.

But where the evidence of 
one of the two yrurtica in xatisfac- 
torily corroborated by verbal testL 
mony, and in some degree. by. the 
logic: of facts, 1 can then give cffeet 
to that testimony so cerroborated, 
against the unsupported testimony 
of the other party. Mra. Shappee 
on Sunday when’ De- 
shane and ‘Shappee talked over thix 
matter.

The, case of Reg. ve. Williamson is 


the strongest authority, cited by the 
defence. 1 consider the learned 
judge akeld that representations 


there used were words coming an- 
der the head of “exaggerated com. 
mendation, which would not,.under 
the English Act support an indict- 
ment Our Code differs from the Eng- 
lish Act. A more recent English 
case decided in 1872, Keg. va. Eng. 
"livh, reported in 12 Cox, ia the atrong- 
est cage cited by the Crown, The 
trend of all our Canadian cases, of 
well aa the text books, ems to {fol- 
low on the line taken by the Court, 
in least abore cited caac. 

I have given this case the most 
careful consideration, and have ox- 
amined the authoritics, and as a re- 
sult, E must pronounce, under the 
facts, and law, the defendant guilty 
of the alleged offence. The defend- 
ant offered rather than go to law, 
to sell his half of the busincas ‘or 
$200. The defendant knew the value 
of the business; he also -knew whe- 
ther be had done anything which 
would cuuse him to fear a lawsuit. 
I think, possibly, the value of half 
of this business may be the sum the 
defendant was willing. to  uccept, 
nomely, $200. 

I do not wish to scnd defendint to 
jail, but if Ido not, I must make 
the fine in some degree proportion. 
ate te the offence. Deshane certain- 
ly obtained fraudulently, at lcast $200 
from Shappcec. I therefore. fine 
defendant that sum, two hundred 
dollars, and in default of payment 
imprisoriment in Central Prison, To- 
ronto, for six months. I believe it 
ix in the interests of the cominunity 
to punish with severity crimes of 
this echaracter—where a man deliber- 
ately makes statements to another of 
certain alleged facta, knowing that 
said statements are false, with the 
intention of obtaiving inoney or pro- 
perty, from the party relying upon 
such statements, and the superior 
knowlcdge of the party making 
them. Such a man when found guil- 
ty. must, in the interests of socicty, 
tbe punished—honesty und fair deal- 
ing must be enforced.

Statea Finds In Canada Large 
Demands For Her Products. 


The United States sold’ Canada ‘in 
1904 exports to the value of $166,000,- 
000, This amount constituted more than 
¢3 per cent. of the whole Canadian im- 
ports, but was ohly 11 per cent. of the 
forelgn exports of the United States, 
says Charles M. Pepper, special agent 
of the United States Department of 
Commerce and Labor, in a report on 
his study of Dominion trade conditions. 

Besides seliing goods to Canada, Mr. 
Pepper says that 25,000 settlers went 
from the United States to its northern 
neighbor from January to October, 
1905, and that the value of their effects 
was $10,000,000. This number of emi- 
grants from the United States ts less 
than for the two preceding years,

Whe. advance car of Barnum & 
Balley's great circus is now at the 
depot in charge of Leslie Murray, 
who gives the following: account of 
how..the:.work in © connection, .with, 
alvertlsing is carried on. He also gave 
nome Snteresting ‘dotatls as. to ‘how. 
people who *tear ‘down bills’ which 
are posted in their stores “or byild- 
ings are fooled when they ‘como to 
enter the exhibition grounds. 

No, matter where one may turn 
the oye is grosted . with bundrods 
of. different ‘kinds of pictorial bills 
portraying the wonders to be seen 
underneath the big canvas “tops"; 
but few there are who ‘ever give 
even a passing thought to bow. all 
this haa been accomplished. The suc- 
cean of a ‘great modern circus is 
largely reaponsible to the manner in 
which the advance brigade of adver- 
tisers have dono their work:. for to 
them ts entrusted the task of incit- 
{og public interest in the show which 
they represent, an¢ if their work 
has been well (performed then the 
management may feel assured of a 
“biz gate” when the circus reaches 
town. Jt may therefore be interest- 
ing to ‘learn something of the life 
of these busy, hard-working men, 
who arrive in town on their own 
special. car early in the morning and 
by night-fall, when it pomes time 
for them to depart for the next 
point of exhibition, vagvc not only 
covered the city from one end to 
the other with vig bills announcing 
the features ef the show, but, like- 
wise ‘secured and decorated © every 
availabls space in both village and 
country for a radius of some twen- 
ty-five miles. 

It roquires active, energetic men, 
of more than ordinary intelligence, 
to properly perform this task, said 
Mr. Murray. and unless we had the 
most perfect system, coupled with 
united, harmonious action on the 
part of all our men,.we never could 
do it. 

For instunce, the men on my ear, 
although’ all belonging to the Bill- 
Posters’ Union, are not governed by 
any special limit as to the number of 
hours they shall. work, for it would 
be impossible to place any limit of 
this kind and accomplish the task 
laid out for them. 

Our brigade is divided into three 
sections, known as’ the town-men, 
who cover the bill-Poards in’ the city 
proper; the lithographera and pro- 
grammers, whose duty it is to get 
up the lithographs in alore windows 
and distribute our various publica- 
tions, and the countrymen, whose 
werk consists in billing the country 
roads. and villazes Adjacent ta the 
city in which we exhibit. 

The men who “hill the country 
leave the car’every morning, never 
later than G o'clock, usin: teams 
supplied ty some local livery stable 
—arrangements for which have heen 
made some weeks in advance. Each 
wazon is accompanicd by two. of 
our bill-posters and dorinz their 
day's drive, whether the day. be 
rainy or dry, they will post from

If 
the bread is underbaked some of the 
yeast may remain unkilled, and such 
bread by being kept,may hare more 
of its starch changed into sugar, Thor- 
ough baking kills all yeast, and kecp- 
ing of such bread does*not cause any 
ripening. Stale bread 1s more digesti- 
bie than pew bread solely because It is 
more easlly masticated.

Men for Ontario. 


THAT NUMBER OF IMMIGRANTS 
CAME IN .TO RELIEVE THE 
FARM LABOR PROBLEM. 
Toronto, July 19. — That the pre- 

sent has becn a fruitful year for On- 
tario for useful immigration was 
shown in an interview yesterday by 
Me. Thomas Southworth, Director of 
Colonization. , Mr. Southworth csti- 
mated that 12,000 men had been plac- 
ed cn the farms of Ontario this sea- 
son, of which over 5,000, were hand. 
led by his department; nearly as 
many by the Salyution Army, and the 
balance by Doniinion Government of- 
ficials. This is an increase in the ag- 
gregute over uny previous year, 

At the same time, though his 
branch had directly handicd — con- 
siderably more immigrants thiuh 
usual, yet fewer had gone on the 
farms as farm laborerg The im- 
eugtant arcivals had Atcluded nore 
mechanics than usual.  Lesides, of 
those who settled on the farms in 
the first place, not afew afterwards 
left, and went _to occupations  of- 
fering higher whyges, Chief among the 
diverting attractions in this regard 
were. the railways,  who-are doing 
muck construction work, and who are 


always requiring more men for 
maintenance of way, 
“I find,” said Mr. Southworth, 


“that experienced men coming from 

the old country have an idea they 

will yet extraordinary .wagea here. 

An ordinary Scotch farm hand, single, 

cvpects $35 a month and board. No 

agriculturalpworkman from England 

or Scotland is worth that when he j 
first comes here. He has to get ac. 

customed to our methods of farm. ; 
ing before he is at all comparable to; 
a Canadian farm hand.” 

Mr. Southworth, bewerer, said toc 
class of immigrants this year wae 
better than last, and those a year 
ago were above the -ordinary stan- 
dard. At the present time he said 
he had applications atanding {cr 1,- 
000 to 1,200 men wanted by farmers 
in Ontario.

The Pepper Plant. 

The most common and widely used 
of all spices is pepper. It is a native of 
the East Indies, but ls now cultivated 
In various part of: the tropical belt of 
America. The plant Is a‘climber and 
bas a smooth stem, sometimes twelve 
feet long.

r. In cultivation the plant is sup- 
ported by poles. In some localities 
small trees are used instead of poles, 
for the best pepper is grown In a cer- 
tain degree of shade.. The plant is 
propagated by cuttings, comes into 
bearing three or four years after it is 
set and yields’ two crops annually for 
about twelve years. When a few of the 
berries turn from green to red all of 
them are gathered, because if they 
were allowed to ripen any longer they 
would be less pungent. To fit them for 
the market they are dried, separated 
by rubbing with the hands and cleaned 
by winnowing.

The above experiment on 
weight of alr is supposed to be made 


at the surface of the earth with the 


temperature at 50 degrees F. Heated 
alr, or alr at bigh elevations, is much 


lighter.

A deer if walking always places Its 
feet Ormly closed upon the ground, and 
consequently the track is sharply 
drawg—that is, the boof Is not spread 
to any" appreciable extent. © Excep- 
tions are sometimes the track of deer 
that are heary with fawns, during 
spring and carly summer, and those of 
old bucks during the rutting season. 
But even then tho heels of thelr tracks 
are considerably closer than In tracks 
made by a hog or a sheep. The hoofs 
of the latter two animals are always 
rounder at.the toe than those of deer, 
making the tracks they leave easily dis- 
tingulsbable, and if the difference ts 
not discernible in frozen snow the 
fact that the trall made by bogs or 
sheep docs not register should settle all 
doubts for the tracker. A deer if not 
wounded will always step with {ts 
hind foot in the track made/bp the

Tt was at 10 o'clock yesterday morn~- 
ing that Crown Attorney Corley ant 
Detective Sergeant Duncan were sent 
for to take Mrs Bribant’s ante-mortem 
deposition, but on arrival at the Bristol 
House she was dead. The husband was 
present, and told them that hls wite 
had been getting medicines from “Dr, 
De Voss.” Sepgt. Duncan and the Crown 
Attorney went over to “De Vosx'™ of- 
fice and made @ thorough search of the 
premises, They found*a number of ap- 
Pilances used for certain purposes, and 
also a number of boxes vf pills. There 
were also several hundreds of letters 
from worien, otherwise, 
asking “De Voas'" advice. All these 
selaures were put on the patrol wagon 
and conveyed to the detective depart- 
Tent. > 
; > «Husband Arrested, 

Edmung Bridant, husband of the un- 
fortunate woman, was at the house 
with Dr. Winnett when Mrs. Bridant 
died. He stated that he went to the 
office of Dr. De Voss (Mrs. Miller) more 
than a week since and pald $5 for three 
doxex of pills for his wife. A few days 
later his wife went, and was given a 
slippery elm probe. He would not ad- 
mit that he knew what the drugs and 
Instrument were to be used for. 

Subsequent investigation by the de- 
tectives unearthed evidence which will 
be produced in court to show that Rri- 
dant had threatened to kill his wile if 
she permitted her condition to reach 
the state of accouchement. On this 
evidence the husband waa arrested,

At the De Voss medical parlors the 
officers met Mrs. Miller.

Gets Legion of Honor, ‘on Spot 


Where Disgraced 


Ceremony Lasted But Five Minutes But Was Sihpres: 
sive and Pleasant —Witnessed by His Wife,: Little 
Son and the Military and Literary Men Who 
So. Nobly Stood By Him, Including — 

Brigon Picquart, 


Paris, July 23.—1o0 the jiresence of a 
distinguished milliary assemblage, Ma- 
jor Alfred Dreyfus Saturday received 
the Cross of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor. The ceremony, which occurred 
in the courtyard of the military school, 
was rendered doubly impressive by be- 
ing held on the very spot where the 
buttons and gold lace were stripped off 
his uniform and his sword broken !2 
years ago. 

His brother officers, who were promi- 
nent Ogures in vurioug stages of the 
controversy, were among the apecta- 
tors, and outside the circle of troops 
stood Mme. Dreyfus and the little son 
of Dreyfus. Brigon Picquart, who shaz- 
ed fo the court’s acquittal of the fan- 
ous prisoner; Anatole France of the 
French Academy, and Alfred Capus 
and oth@ literary mea, who aided ifn 
Zola's campaign In behalf of a revision 
of tho first trial. 

The -Ceremenies. 

Major Dreyfus took up a position.at 
the head of the two batteries of artil- 
lery by the side of Col. Targe, their 
commanter, the man who made the re- 
cent discoveries at the War Office 
which led to the rehearing of the case. 
Stepping Inte the circle, General Gil- 
Man announced the decoration of Targe 
as a commander and Dreyfus as a 
Chevalier of the Legion of Honor. 

Dreyfus and Targe, with their sabres 
drawn, then advanced to the centre of 
the troops, taking a position before 
Gen. Gilllan. The general first bestow- 
od the decoration on Targe, and then, 
turning to Dreyfus, sald: “In the name 
of the president of the republic and tn 
virtue of the powers entrusted to me, 
Major Dreyfus, I hereby name you a 
Chevaller of the National Order of the 
Legion of Honor.” 

After pinning the cross on Dreyfus’ 
breast, the general gave the major the 
military accolade, the trumpets sound- 
ing and the spectators applauding.

The 
meeting between the husband-and wife 
was most affoctionate, the Seppe be 
withdrawing to permit them be 
alone. The ceremony was over te five 
minutes. i 

Seized With Weakness. 
Shortly after this, Dreyfus, accom- 
yeas by bis wife and gon, emerged 
the milNary school and entered a 
carriage amid cheers. The. carriage 
was driven swiftly towards Dreyfus’ 
home. On reaching bis Ane teee te) Me 
jor Dreyfus, who Js affected with heart 
trouble, suered a violent attack, but; 
thanks to his strong will power, ‘the 
faintness soon passed: away, and he 
was able te receive Procurator-General 
Baudouln and Brigadier-General’ Pic 
quart, to whom he expressed his sin- 
per thanks for thelr exertions In his 
ehalf.

The Lord's Day Act. 


—— 


The more the Lord's Day Act, re- 
cently passed by the Fewderal Houne, 
ia examined, the more apparcatithe 
utter uselessness. of the measure: be- 
comes. La»Patrie, of Montrcal,jax- 
preases the opinion that the Act will 
not hare any: very material effect up- 
ca the observance of Sunday. Tho 
Act can be suspended by any Pro- 
vince at any timo; it need not be op- 
erated anywhere, and it cannot” be 
operated where the Aitorney-Coner- 
al of the Province scts it aside, The 
section that opens the door to the 
law being made inoperative ia filtcou, 
and reads as follows; 

15. No action or prosecution for a 
violation of this Act xball be som- 
menced without the I6Ivt or Tho At- 
torney-Gencral for the Province in 
which the offence is alleged to nave 
been committed; nor arter thé oxpir- 
ation of sixty days from the titac of 
the commission of the alleged of. 
fence. 

The provision that no prosecution 
shall be undertaken after a inpse of 
aixty days from the date of the alleg- 
ed offenee ia not anususl, and will 
provoke little comment. The other 
provision, that the Attorney-General 
must give his permission before any 
prosecution for any breach of the 
Act, no matter how small, may be 
undertaken. is not usual. Comment- 
ing upon this feature of the bill, a 
correspondent of the Mail and Empire 
points out that the. practice with re. 
spect to all legislation is to allow it 
to go into force automatically. in 
this case a different course is pur. 
sued =—s-No infraction of the liw can 
be brought before any court unless 
the Altoroey-Goneral of the Provinee 
sayc that uction oun be taken, It thus 
resta with the Attornoy-General of 
tho Frorince to decide whether or not 
thore shall be any Suudsy law. W hare 
ever the Attorney-General destinca to 
allow an infraction of the law to be 
brought before the corts thoslawis 
repealed, or is non-existant, Tho 
work cast upon the Attorney-General 
is very extensive. The Ministor has 
not merely to say whether or not 
there shall be Sunday observance, but 
he is required to determtoe cach par. 
ticular case and to allow or, disallow 
a prosecution, according us he is to. 
clined, Nothing at all can he done 
to enforce the law without the con- 
sert of the Attorney-General, and it 
is in the power of the Attornes-Geo- 
eral to ordve that there shall be oo 
enforecinent, ant to allow all possible 
breaches of the law to puss unnoticed, 
and thus io become authorized. Fro 
the Attorovy-General there is no ap. 


peal. 

By the sume authority it i+ shown 
that cihier provisions foe rendering 
the law a dead fetter are inclhded in 
clauses 4, 5, 6, ba and 1G. Chiuse es

"2. (tk shall not be lawful for any 
person on the Lord's Uay, eavept as 
provided herein, of in any Provincial 
Act, or law, ‘now of hereafter in 
force, to sell or offer for sale or pur- 
chase any poods, cte.

ful to trade or to work unless the 
Vrovincial Legishiture to the 
contrary, or that at shall be bawful 
if the Krovincial Legislature says se. 
Clause S begins thus: 

“3. It shall not be lawfat for any 
persor, on the Lord's Day, except as 
provided in apy Urovincial Act or biw 
pow or hereafter in force, tu engage 
in any public game or contest for 
gain,’ ete, 

This means that-it shall be Jawful 
for persons to engage in these games 
on the Lord's Day if the Legislature 
of any Province so says, Clause § has 
to do with excursions, It says; 

“6G. It shall not be Jawful for any 
person on the Lord's Day, except as 
provided in any Provincial Act or law, 
now or hereafter in force, to Tun, 
conduct or convey any excursion, 
etc. 

Here the declaration is that it shall 
be lawful to hold these excursions if 
ihe Legislature at avy time agrees 
to them. While these sectiuns permit 
tho Lord's Day to be abolished by re- 
tuil, another section, sectiun 14, gives 
a general authority to the Legisla-

ture to wipe out the Act. 


“14 Nothing herein shall be con- 
atrued to repeal, or in any wus affect, 
apy provisions ot any Act rolating in 
any way to the obsetvance of the 
Lord's Day in force in any, Province 
of Canada when this act comesinto 
force." 

‘he Act, according to section 16, 
does not come into force until March 
1,1907, and ‘in the meantime legisla- 
tion can be adopted by-Sny Province 
bullifying the Dominion law, and lay- 
ing it asldc, ander the provisions of 
section 14, forever. Ls 

Tho law, according to a legal in- 
terpretation, is in this shape; Certain 
acja are declared to be illegal on the 
Lord’s Day. Any province, however,

Think a Moment Nefore You Attempt 
te Anawer the Question, x 

“It ts often sald that law ts applied 
common sense,” sail a professor of the 
Yale’ Law school the other day, “While 
It 1s true that law principles originated 
in common ‘sense, the law itself is the 
combined experience of many men, for 
no two men uninstructed in law -will 
agree as to what Is applied common 
sense, 

“Then there are inuny rules of law 
which undoubtedly have a common 
sense origin, but, conditions having 
changed, history fails to disclose this 
origin. Yet these very rules must be 
retained {n order not to shake personal 

and property rights. Therefore no man 
can depend on hls own uninstructed 
common sense to kuow the law, 

*To drive this statement home I have 
frequently put to an [ncomlng law 
class the question, ‘When does an In- 
fant become of age? The answer is 
always unanimous, ‘When he Is twen- 
ty-one years oli.” 

“The next question appears ridicu- 
lous to some ahd makes them laugh, 
while others set their alleged common 
sense at work and never with correct 
reault, ‘When Js n manu twenty-one 
years old? 

“One student says, ‘On his twenty- 
first birthday, but of course he does 
not mean it, for he is nbout a year out 
of the way. Another ventures, ‘On the 
twenty-first anniversary of his birth- 
day.” This sounds better, but even If 
correct {s not specific enough, "When 
he has completed his twenty-first annol- 
veraary,’ ‘At the beginning of that day* 
and ‘On his twenty-first anniversary, 
at the precise hour of his birth,’ are 
other answers, 

“And then I surprise the guessers by 
{ saying that they are all wrong. 

“In computing time it fs a general 
rule that the law disreganis part of a 
day, In applying this rule, suppose a 

man was born.just one minute before 
midnight on Jan&, 1880. 

“At midnight he bad Ived but one 
minute, yet the day on. which he was 
born was enc! and the law consid- 
ered bim one cuy old. So in computing 
the twenty-one years which a man 
must live in order to reach bis mafori- 
ty we do not begin with the moment of 
birth, but with the commencement of 
the day of his birth. 

“Now, since we must start with the 
first moment of Jnn, 2, 1880, It is per 
haps natural to say that this man did 
not become twenty-one years old until 
the close of Jan. 1, 1901. Mathematic- 
ally speaking, this Is true. 

“Twenty-one years In that sense re- 
quires that the Inst moment of Jun, 1, 
1901, should have urrived In order to 
make the man of age, and obviously 
be was of age at that point of time. 
But here again tho rule Js applied. 

“As the man was of age on the last 
moment of Jan. 1, the law disregards 
the entire part of the day intervening 
between the Orst moment and the last, 
and consequently he became in law 
twenty-one years old on the first mo- 
ment of Jan. 1, 1901, the day preceding 
the twenty-first anniversary of his 
birthday. 

“This rule is a part of what is known 
as the common law and is applied In 
this country in all states whore the 
common law of England has been 
adopted and remains unchanged by 
statute. A man may vote or make 2 
valid-will on the day preveding the 
twenty-first anniversary of his birth- 
day, although the right fn the one case 
and the capacity in the other are given 
only to persons who have reached the 
age of twenty-one years.”

A Pottery Expert Who Is Working 


Among the Pueblo Indians.

f the people who had faterested her In 

e work she bullt a large kiln and 
started in to make the pottery market- 
able, 

As made by the native workers, it 
was seldom sufficiently baked—it lack- 
ed strength, and it was unglazed. From 
experiments with the paints and clays 
and glazes Miss Foord found that the 
pottery would take an Inaide glaze 
where it was not painted and that the 
clay with the paints: would ‘stand a 
thorough firing. This made the. pot- 
tery more serviceable for use, strong 
enough to adinit of transportation and 
at the same time the native effective. 
bess was retained. But life In New 
Mexico is hard for eastern people out- 
side the large towns. It is difficult to 
obtain nourisbing foods, and after a 
year Misx Foord was obliged to come 
away to reguin her health, 

But she belleved in the work sufi- 
ciently to be willing to undertake it 
Sgain when she wan sent for by Com- 
missioner Jones after a long rest. 
Agaln she weut down, orgunized the 
work and remaiued until it was found 
that nothing more could be done at 
that end of the ne, The Indians were 
doing their work, the kiln was firing 1¢ 
Properly, but there was pot a suflicient 
market.’ Again the potter missionary 
returned, bringing with ber as much of 
the pottery a possible, and for the 
next two years she ffaveled at ber own 
expense, telling of the work and Sad- 
Ing places where the pottery may be 
put on kale. 

Now Miss Foord ia ogain bard at 
work among the Indians, and sho Is 
coutident that she will succeed in the 
task naxigned to her by the govern- 
ment.—New York Times, 


Mending Laces, 

Lace mending has always been one 
of the buguboos of the mending basket, 
Kut ralenclennes lace can be mended 
without betraying the fact if the torn 
nesh fs Mited In with the Jace stitches 
used In doing the tiner sort of renals- 
sanee, The mesh pay be copled exact- 
ly, For lace that Is badly torn the only 
satisfactory way Is to cut the torn 
place entirely away ahd match the de 
sign where it unites again, perhaps ap- 
Wiquelng a separate motif on to the di- 
viding line—a wotlf cut from one of 
the torn bits you've cut away, Smooth 
every little thread, or group of threads, 
out and wind them defily with fiue cot- 
ton. Ileavy lices are always easier to 
mend than light ones, but Nght ones 
ean be treated the same way [ft the 
mesh ts cut Ina straight line and a fine 
thread binds the two pleces together.

Cracked Statues, : 

Antique figures and busts in marble 
and porcelain show little cracks en the 
surface, which in time becomes filled 
with dust till the figures have the ap- 
pearance of being veined with tiny 
black streaks. To remove these pre- 
pare a bath consisting of nitric acid 
and water in the proportion of one 
part of acid to five parts of water. If 
the article to be cleancd Is small it 
may simply be left to soak in the 
bath for a short time, when the cleans- 
ing will be done and rinsing in cold 
water will complete the operation. The 
article should be put to dry where dust 
cannot get upon it. 





The Middle Aged Back. 

There is a thing kuown as the mid- 
dle aged back. The neck goes forward, 
the back rounds and a wad of fat 
xathers along the shoulder blades, 
spoiling the outlines and making one 
look—well, middie aged.’

Thinge Beautiful ang Reflaing.

Laundry Starch. 

Laundry starch is the despair of 
mahy housewlres, who wonder why 
thé home washed shirts and collars can 
never bave the required stiffnees and 
gloss. Try mixing an ounce of white 
wax with two ounces of spermaceti, 
welting them togesher by gentle heat. 
Then when you have made your regu- 
lar starch add to It a lump of mixed 
wax and spermaceti about the ‘size of 
a walnut (If you have a large amount 
of starch) and let this melt in the hot 
starch; mix in thoroughly. The result 
will be stiffer starch and a high gloss. 


The Refrigerator. 

The refrigerator sbould be looked 
over often, and food that will not be 
uséd again should be removed at once. 
It should be cleaned thoroughly at 
least once a week with hot water and 
soda and then clear cold water, wiped 
perfectly dry and left open often to 
the alr before replacing ice or food. 
All food placed. in the refrigerator 
should be covered, as one food {s lia- 
ble to counteract the flavor of another, 
as sliced cucumbers In the same com- 
partment with butter spoils the butter. 


Camphor Ice. 

Camphor tce which Is made with 
olive oll is an old, tried remedy for 
rough bands and Is very easily made. 
Take three drams of camphor, three of 
white beeswax and three of sperma- 
coll; add trp ones of sweet olive 
oil, Put the Tuixturé {nto an earthen 
jar, sct In a saticepan of boiling water 
and Ict It melt Into a smooth mass, It 
willl be white and almost translucent 
when cold. While it is in a Mquid form 
pour Into little jars. 


Barlaped Walls, 

There Is this advantage to burlap as 
a wall covering: It may be recolored 
when It fudes without reinoval from 
the walls, Either a dull or glazed fin- 
Ish may be given It. The first cost of 
burlap far exceeds that of paper of 
the sume general effect, but its wear- 
jug qualities make It less expensire In 
tlie end, . 





Te Brighten a Dall Fire, 

Instead of hurrsing a slow fire by 
pouring on kerosene, which Is a very 
dangérous semedy, try sprinkling over 
it bits of grease or pleces of fat pork, 
and you will have a bright fire in 2 
few minutes “and with no danger of 
explosions.

It Is Excellent ¥or the Digestion, It 
{s' Claimed, at Neither Gastric Jeteg 
(Nor, Pepsin Work Properly. Unides 
Largely Diluted With Water. ~ 
‘How much water should “we. drink 
and whén should we drink it are ques- 
tions so simple that at first sight their 


discussion “seems superfivous. One, 


would naturally answer, “Drink all the 
water you wish when you aré thirsty,” 


you wish when you are not*thirsty,” 


} for they recommend that's gallon or so 


be drunk between meals, which is 
more water than we need and the very 
time the system least demaniis it. Us- 


tally we experience thirst. during or 


directly after eating. 

Inasmuch as 87 per cent of the whole 
body ts water, which is, of course, be- 
tng used up every moment, there Is no 
question that-we should drink of this 
element copiously, but it is a serious 
question whether we should refrain 
from water at, meals—the time we par- 
‘ticularly desire it. 

There Is.a class of persons, ever 
growing more numerous, that believes 
that whatever is is wrong... For the 
natural and simple they would substi- 
tute tho artificial and complicated. To 
drink water while or directly after eat- 


ing Is a natural instinct. Give a dog, 


his dinner, putting a bowl of water 
near It, and observe that he will first 
eat all he can and then immediately 
drink, Wild animals look for a stream 
after feeding. Care birds will stop 
pecking at seed to peck at water, Chil- 
dren have a perpetual thirst, and I 
have secu bables that, unlike young 
Oliver, have refused to eat more when 
denied water after every few mouth- 
fuls. id 

It is especially important that babies 
be given, what water they wish and at 


' the time they wish it, which Is usually 


at table. 

The thinner food is the more’ easily 
and thoroughly Is it digested; in fact, 
it cannot be digested until it has been 
made liquid by the gastric and Intesti- 
nal juices. Indigestion is caused often 
by food that hns not been sufficiently 
molstened by the digestive. secretions. 

There are pound pliysiological rea- 
sons for our craving watet with meals, 
Water is the solvent that constitutes 
95 per cent of the gastric juice. Now, 
when one eats a hearty meal and does 
not drink, the amount of wgter In the 
stomach Is not sufficient thoroughly to 
moisten the great quantity of food, 
and this makes digestion difficult. On 
the other hand, when enough water is 
ingested with the food the latter Is 
well moistened and broken up, the dl- 
gestible particles belng then readily 
acted on by the gastric juice and after- 
ward absorbed. Again, when the par- 
tially digested food (chyme) passes into 
the intestines it is most important that 
it be very molst, particularly as water 
{a constantly absorbed from the chyle 
in the large intestine. Bad cases of 
constipation are caused by dry chyle 
remaluing in the intestines, where It 
sets up an inflammation that some- 
times proves fatal, dry faeces, of 
course, resisting peristaltic action. The 
excrement of persons suffering from 
constipation is always dry and bard 
and is a potent cause of appendicitis, 

The idea that water drinking at 
meals unduly dilutes the gastric juice 
is nonsensical, water being not so pal- 
atable that one js apt to drink more 
than. his digestive functions require. 
As n matter of fact water generally 
facilitates the digestion of albumjnous 
substances, In this connection Dr. A. 


} Jacobi in bis work on “Infant Diet,” 


page Of, says:

juice.” Neither the gastric Julco nor 
pepsin has any true digestive action 
unless they be largely diluted with wa- 
ter. 

It goes without eaying that It Is not 
the food that ts ingested, but that 
which Js digested, that does good, and 
thls principle bolds good with water, 
which is practically n fod. Now, 
when one realsts the perfectly natural 
desire to drink while eating be may be 
pot thirsty several hours afterward, 
*but ho ts advised nevertheless to force 
himself to drink at that time. But if 
he drinks then, the water, having no 
food to mix with it, wil} go through 
him, as it were—that fs, it will do no 
good. 

The Importance of water to the hu- 
man economy may ‘be inferred from 
the various purposes it subserves. 
First, it softens and dissolres solid 
foods, thus facilitating thelr mastica- 
tion and digestion; second, it main- 
tains a due bulk of blood and the 
structures of the body; third, It keeps 
substances in solution or suspension 
while moving in. the body; fourth, It 
supplies elements in the body's chem- 
ical changes; fifth, It makes easy the 
elimination of waste material; sixth, it 
discharges superfluous heat by tran- 
spligation through the skin and by emis- 
sion through otber outlets, and, sev- 
enth, it supplies {n a convenient form 
heat to or abstracts heat from the 
boily. Some of these functions are 


performed by water in Its liquid state 
and others in a state of vapor.

much that it does not arrive at the 
stralt of Dover until 10 a. m. Here the 
hurrowing channel causes the tide to 
rise very high and almost puts an end 
to the wave. In the meantime another 
branch of the billow runs around the 
western side of the British Islands, 
rounds the north point of Scotland and 
moves slowly down the eastern coast 
of England until {t finally flows up the 
Tbames and laps the wharfs of Lon.

hesitate to use. All this may be 
considered destructive. If so, it is 
nevertheless only too evident fact. 
Perhaps, this much is constructive; 
Would it not be far safer to focus 
the stationing power in a unit, carc- 
fully safeguarded. The possibilities of 
percenal pique, paternalixm, sophis- 
try or mere chicanery, ought to be 
forever climinated from such im- 
portant matters. The demands legi- 
timate and fair of the minister and 
‘the charge should be the sole con- 
siderations, or the church will be 
speedily ruined, if it 1 not already. 
A committes, unless carefully jimited 
and safeguarded, is a very danger- 
ous thing. This might point to some. 
thing like episcopal control. I would 
not with many others greatly object 
to-such a method ‘of administration 
if duly constituted. A Canadian, lL 
think. would scarcely take to ‘any 
¥Yarkee-Doodle form of such yorern- 
ment. Bat, perhaps, it could be 
found somchow if not by the Metho- 
dists, by the United Church. As mat. 
ters are, it is no’ marvel at all that 
men are keeping out of the ministry. 
and what is equally as bdd,\ out of 
the church. It is hoped, therefore, 
that the church, in some more Catho- 
lie sense may safeguard these mat- 
tera, and the problem of men and 
alipends will not be difficult to solye,

FINEST BANK NOTE PAPER. 


Where the Material For Our Green- 
backs In Made, - 

The national fas flies orerthe “gov- 
erninent rmill,” owned by the Crane 
family at Dalton, Masa, because all 
the paper for the Uulted States green- 
backs Is made there. It is one of 2 
group of mills In which the Cranes 
have made paper.for more than a cen- 
tury. The founder was Zenas Cranc. 
Isefore he could get the first mill start- 
ed be had to have a large qpantity of 
Tags. Rot rags were scarcer In those 
days than now. The Itallan had not 
then arrived, the junk shop was un- 
known, and, although the mg buyer 
passed through the streets of Bostow 
once a week, he tind not yet appeared 
In the western part of the state, This 
resulted In an appeal to the people, 
based on high economic and patriotic 
grounds, Handbills appeared with the 
headlines in large type: “Americans, 
encourige your own manufactures, 
and they will Improve! Ladies, save 
your rage") 

They. were carried to all the homes 
and shops In Berkshire and alljolains 
counties, urging “every wowan who 
has the good of her country and tlhe 
Interests of her family at heart™ to 
save her rags and send them to the 
new factory or to the nearest store 
keeper, “and a generous price will be 
paid.” When the mill was ready the 
rags were there In abundance, and 0, 
erations at once commenced. Ths 
working force consisted of four meu, 
two girls and a xmall boy, with Zenax 
Crane as superintesdent and chief pro 
prietor, The paper was .made In band 
molds, and the ontput was 100 pounds 
a day. Today the output Is mauy 
tons of the finest bank note paper.— 
World's Work. 





THE WIND BELL. 


Mow It Je Constructed In Japan, lia 
Original Home. 

The wind bell, as its naine Implics. 
is made to ring by the action of the 
wind—in fact, the wind bell is not a 
bell at all, strictly speaking, but a con- 
trivance composed of a number of 
pendants suspended in a circle from i 
ting and hung close together so that 
they will come into contact and pro- 
duce sounds when swayed by the 
winds. : 

Some wind bells produce sounds that 
are pleasing and musical. Some are 
made with glass pendants, some with 
pendants of metal; some are very 
small and simple in constructiou, vth- 
ers arg large and massive and clabo- 
rate. 

The original bome of the wind bell 1s 
Japan. In Its almplest form it Is com- 
posed of a number of narrow strips of 
glass, perbaps six Inches In length, 
suspended lengthwise from a wire 
ring about two. Inches lu diameter. 
Within the circle formed by the strips 
thus suspended Is bung by one. corner 
a little square plece of glass halfway 
down the lergth of the long strips, thé 
strips and the-square piece ornament- 
ed with various Japanese characters 
and designs. This wind bell may be 
bung up wherever a breeze will strike 
it and blow the strips inté contact with 
one nnother and with the square rus- 
pended among thew. 





2 Artificial Birds, 

In very early times men began to 
experiment with a view to making 
artificial birds and animals that would 
imitate the motions of living creatures, 
and If we are to believe the records, 
some of the artists In that line were 
remarkably successful. 

Archytas of ‘Tarentutp, who lived: 
In the year 400 B, C., constructed an 
artificial plgeon that could fy, but 
which was not able te resume Its flight 
after once alighting. 

John Muller, a German of freat me- 
chanical: skill, constructed an artificial 
eagle, which on the entry of Emperor 
‘Maximilian inte Nuremberg flew out 
to meet him, and, rctarning, alighted 
on the city gate to await Lis approach.

A WOOD SAWING FLY. 
: re 
e Took With Which It Makes a 
pa Cradie For Its Young, 

¢ It Is marvelous how mans of the tiny 
Creatures In the Insect world conceal 
and preserve their eggs. Some will 
deposit them in extraordinary places; 
others will insert them In the skins of 
living animals; others, again, deposit 
thelr egga where the young grub, after 
coming from the egg, finds food close 
at hand, 

Among these last mentioned are {n- 
sects who bestow great labor in the 
cradle of thelr young. The place they 
select is a hard part of a leat or the 
‘woody branch of a tree. In this they 
saw out @ bole large enough to contain 
their eggs, whence their name, saw 
files. For thls purpose they are pro- 
vided with an ovipositor of pecullar 
construction, It consists of two long 
Pleces’ closing like a sheath over a 
third. ; 


In the tenthredo this third piece con- 
tains two little saws, each of which has 
been compared to the tenon saw used 
by the cabinetmakers. Tho tenon saw 
is single, but that of the tenthredo is 
double, consisting of two distinct saws, 
The insect in using them throws out 
one saw and while it Is returning 
pushes out the other. * 

This alternate motion is continued 
until the cut is made, when the two 
saws, receding from each other, con- 
duct the egg between them Into its 
place. Not only fs the edge of the saw 
notched into teeth, but on every tooth 
a number of smaller teeth appear.

Les Angeles, Cal, July 2%—To the 
Careless, the indifferent and the irrev- 
erent, who {n church’ keep one eye on 
the sermon and the other on business or 
Pleasure, this sermon has a direct ap- 
plication. The text selected Is Acts xx, 
9, “And there sat In a window a cer- 
tain young man named Eutychus, being 
fallen Into a deep sleep.” 

No class of men werk harder: for 
Christ than do the traveling evangelixts. 
When such men as John Wesley and 


George Whileficld and D. L. Moody” 


have a word for & parish, they reallze 
how large that ficld ts, and, they do 
everything in thelr power to travct 
over it before they die. The true evan- 
relist preaches on Sunday. He also 
preaches on Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
day. Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 
He not only preaches at night, but In 
the afternoons and In the mornings. 
He preaches at all times and under all 
conditions. He seems to say to him- 
self: “The harvest Is plenteous, but the 
jaborers are few. © God, give me 
strength to wield thy alckle with super- 
human power and gather thy sheaves 
Sy the multitudes into the gospel gran- 
ary.” 

John Wesley, the trayeling ewangel- 
ist always began hin day's work at 4 
o'clock In the morning. Many were 
the times he preached two sermons 
bifsre breakfast. On an average he 
used to travel every year nearly 5,000 
miles. He preached from two to four 
fermonn every day of his Ife. Not 
only that, but he everywhere dissem- 
{nated his printea appeals for Christ. 
Truly Tyerman was right when he 
eulogized John Wesley's herculean la- 
bors In there words: “Looking at his 
traveling, the marve! iq how he found 
time to write, and, looking at hls booke, 
the marvel ix how he fund time to 
Preach.” But preach he did. He kept 
on preaching under all conditions, He 
seemed to say, “My Ife in slipping 
away so fast that IT must carry the 
kospel to ax many people ax possible 
before I dle” Wesley preached in ine 


‘early morning to the miners of Cro. 


marty, He preached In the market 
places at noon. We preached tn the 
flelds in the afternoon, He preached 
Jn the churches at night. He preached 
at all times, under all conditions, to all 
who would hear the mexsage of the 
atoning love of Jerun Christ. 

Now, if I might not srem irreverent 
T would any that the Apostle Paul was 
the John Wesley among the early dia- 
ciples. In all probabitity he was nat 
an imparstoned speaker Hke Peter, 
Peter always seemed ty me to be. the 
George Whitefield of the apostolic 
band. T can imagine him preaching 
en the day of Pentecost ax Geor 
Whitefield so often stood before hix 
audiences, with Naming eyes aad earn- 
est gesture amd resonant voice, 0) 
what a power Peter must have bess 
But, though George Whitefield had hix 
work to do, John Wesleyshad his work 
also, and a far greater work, J 
Wesley went from place to place, not 
only preaching. but also organizing 
churches and collecting money for his 
evangelistic work. Such was the work 
of Paul He was the John Wesley of 
ihe apostolic band. 


Now, toeday we find this anctent 
John Wesley on one of his great inis- 
sienary tours, He wants to make the 
most of his trip. su he stops only a 
short thne at Troax, 1 think I hear 
hin say to his traveling companion, 
“Luke, do you think we can get 
through our work here in a week?" ‘1 
da net believe so,” answers Dr, Luke. 
“A week is a very short time. “2 
know It," says Paul, “but It we walt 
for the salling of another vessel there 
is no teliing how long we may have to 
remaia here. I would ike to preach 
to these friends for months instead ot 
a week. Rut we must hasten on. I 
Waal to present the gospel to as many 
different citles as I can before T die, 1 
think if we get up early in the morn. 
Ing and preach before breakfast and 
keep on prenching during the day and 
trvech late In the evening I can sow a 
Koo many seeds. Our time is very 
short. We must hasten on to Axsox 
and Mitylene and thence go to Chios 
and Trogyliiuin and Miletus,” 

Thus we see Paul hard at work In 
Troas, Six days xIipped by only too 
quickly, On the lost day before he 
sails he hax so much ‘to say that he 
continues his talks far on toward the 
midnight. While he is exhorting the 
Christians of Troas to be true to their 
faith a young man who fs sitting on 
the window silt of the room dozes, 
loses his baJance and falls out and 
tDreaks his neck. “And there sat in a 
window a certain young man named 
Kutychus, being fallen Into a deep 
sleep, and ax Paul was long preaching 
he sunk down with sleep and felf down 
from the third loft and was taken up 
dead.” Now, I would like to consider 
with you the reason why this young 
man fell asleep during the preaching of 
Paul and why his somnolence should 
bo a rebuke to all Christians sleeping 
tn our church pews, 

Jn the first place, I beileve that this 
sleeping Eutychua is a type of that 
large elasm of young men who think ft 
is. xmart to act diarcspectfully and ob- 
noxiously in the house of God. When 
these young men attend church they 
always go under protest. While In th¢ 
church pow dy thelr actlons they try 
to advertise the fact that they do not 
want to be there, When the minister 
preaches a Iitile longer than he might, 
these young men yawn and twist and 
ith thelr seat mates until they 
hemsclves out of all touch with 
he service, and the preaching to them 
becomes stupid becaure they do not 
listen to it intelligently. They bee»me 
like Eutychus of Troas, who under thé 
preaching of Paul allowed his eyelids to

Thia class of irreverent young peo-{ 
ple. was well illustrated for me some 
time ago, I was attending the gradu- 
ating exercises of one of the greatest 
educational institutions of the west. I 
sat in the gallery and could distinctly 
see all that took place. The huge build- 
ing was literally thronged. Main fivor, 
Orst. gallery and rostrum were packed. 
The second gallery was also Milled by 
the immense audience. A “great orator 
was delivering the address of the even- 
ing. That ‘audience, almost to a per- 
son, hung upon the speaker's words. 


“But no“sooner dla’ this great orator 


commence to speak than three of the 
members of the quartette, which nang 
that night began ‘to’ whisper and “to 
Jaugh. They thought they were behind 
® curtain and ‘no.one could see them. 
They talked, and they seemed to say 
by thelr actions: “Oh, must we be 
bored? Do we have to sit through all 
this? We are singers. We care noth- 
ing for the fact that an orator, nation- 
ally famous, js delivering one of his 
greatest addresses to-night. When will 
the never ending flow of words 
cease? That was # stupid address to 
those three singers, merely decause in 
‘thelr obnoxious egotism ‘they supposed 
they had outgrown It and could not be 
benefited by it, >) | 

I protest against the frreverence of 
these modern Eutychuses in the house 
of God. I protest against young men 
and also young women, for some young 
women are as bad as the irreverent 
younz men, coming {nto a church and 
not giving’ the same respectful atten- 
tlon to God's ambassadors which they 
would give to an ordinary guest in 
thelr father’s parlor. The house of 
God is not a playground, It fs not a 
confectionery establishment, where 
young folks come to munch candy. It 
is not a place for young People to whis- 
per and to write totes, It is a place 
to worship, And, if our young people 
do not come to church to worship, then 
they had better stay away. You must 
heed the fact that the sleeping auditor 
of my text was a young man. 

But while Eutychus sits upon the* 
window sill of the room in which Paul 
was preaching I see him continually 
giancing across the street. I approach 
him to-day and sey: “What is the mat- 
ter, Eutychus? Why are you looking 
20 much out of the window? I should 
think you would want to keep your 
eyes all the time riveted upon Paul. 
Why, he ts the greatest preacher of al! 
the ages.” “I have heard that,” un- 
swers Eutychus. “That is one of the 
reasons I am here. But I can't neglect 
my business even for a Paul. Thus I 
am trying to kit two birds with one 
atone. Iam sitting here upon the win- 
dow ledge, so I can hear Paul with my 
ears, and at the same time with my 
eyes I can watch my store, just across 
the street. Thus you see gf too many 
customers gather about shy counter, 
why, I can just slip away and attend 
to them.” Do you wonder, when Euty- 
chus kept one eye upon his counter nt 
the same time he was lstening to Paul, 
that the sermon of Paul became very 
stupid and as soon as the shadows of 
night fell that Eulychus* eyelids grew 
heavy and that he slipped out of the 
window and broke his neck? 

“But.” says some one to me, “I d>! 
not see where you get authority for the 
statement that Butychus was a young 
business man. The Bible does not state 
this. And, furthermore, how do you 
know that his bazaar, or shop, was just 
across the street? Are you not taking 
too much Nberty with the text?” 

No, Ido ot think I am. “Tis true the [ 
Bible docs not state this young man 
Eutychus, was a business man. But 
one fact I do know. If Eutychus was a 
young business man and wanted to 
keep his eye upon his shop across the 
street while he was keeping within 
hearing of Paul, the window sill would 
haye been just the place where he 
would have sat. And, furthermore, 1 
do know that, just as Eutychus might 


| have been watching his bazar, there 


| 








are hundreds and thousands of men 
who when thcy come to church bring 
along thelr businesses with them, and 
while the ministers are preaching they 
ure planning what they will do at the 
store the next day, or how they will 
purchase thelr fall goods, or how they 
can undersell ther rivals,  Furthery 
more, I do know that, whenever a me 
chant or a busincsa man tries to carty 
his business into the church pew, that | 
moment even the most drilllant and 
conxecrated of sermons will fall upon 
ears as dead as did the words of Paul 
when he was pleading with Eutychus 
of Troas, who felt out of the window, 
and broke his neck on the last night 
before Paul sailed away on his famous; 
missionary tour. 

QO ye merchants and manufacturers 
and professional men, Is there no lesson 
for you to learn in this Troas tragedy? 
You have often said, “If these ministers 
were only drilllant speakers and, would 
preach Interesting sermons we would 
come to church and stay awake and 
listen to their discoursesS>Is that true? 
Was not Eutychus Ustening to a bril- 
Nant discourse?’ Was he not Netening. 
to the most brilliant pulpit orator the 
world has, ever seen? Ah, no, Euty- 
chus did not fall asleep because he was 
listening to a stupid preactier. I bebleve 
he fell asleep for the same reason that 
80 many business men decome drowsy 
when they try to sandwich a serman 
in between the ledges of their temporal 
bysiness. While the sermon is golng.on 
some of then: upon the fly leaf of a 
hymn dook or upon the church leaflet 
are trying to cstimate how much profit 
they can’ make ‘upon some real estate 
deal or how much they can cut down 
thelr employes’ waces without having 
then quit for good or go out an a pro- 
‘longed atrike. 

You any the modern ministers preach 
too long. Open the leavea of your 
church history and find the biographies 
of our great preachers, I defy you to 
find any of them who made a great 
impression for Jesus Christ unless they 
were long preachers. And, further- 
more, you cannot show me any church 
to-day in America who is noted as 8 
deeply spiritual church unless the ser- 
vices of that church are long services 
Not only do the auditnces of that 
church sit through long services, but 
even after the benediction is given the| 
members are loath to leave. They lin- 
ger.in groups In the alsles and about 
the doorways, and at last you find; 
those church members talking with 











ist... His actions. bring to mind “the: 
lives of those who do n:< care to what 
church they are going, «3 long as they, 
are listening ‘to .soms new minister. 
and delving tnto the mssterles of some 
creed. Thus these mo(d2rn Eutychuses 
say, “I must study all the novel creeds 
dnd sit at the feet of all the new 
teachers, because I cannot tell but in 
® few years one of these new creeds 
may become the accepted creed of my. 
country.” Thus we find them not iden< 
tifying themselves with any one Chris< 
tlan ‘church, but’ making it @ practice 
to go around’ and ‘investigate’ all 
churches'and all beliefs. «| ; 

We ere in the seaport town of Troas 
It Isjabout the year'56 A.D. We see 
@ crowd of people hurrying nlong, some. 
of them talking very earner:.y together. 
We hall one/of them, whom we find te 
e an old acquaintance of ours. We 
say: “Hello, Eutychus! What is the 
matter Where are you ging?” He 
turns quickly and says: “Is that you, 
John? Why, Iam going up to hear this 
new preacher Paul. He has been in 
town about six days. He is going to 
leave for Assos to-morrow, Come up 
with us and hear him” But we say> 
“What is the good of going? You do 
not expect’ to become one of his fol- 
lowers, do you?” °~“Oh, no,” answers 
Eutychus. “But I make it a rule to 
hear all the noted men speak who come 
to town. Last week there was one of 
the noted priests of Hphesus here. He 
was telling about his pte decree 
Last month there was a from 
India. “A year ago we had that Exyp- 
tlan magiclan with us. Two years ago 
there came thatWisciple of Epicurus 
from Athens. Yes, I went to hear them 
all, I always go and hear” everybody 
who comes to advocate-some strange 
creed. Come along with me and iet us 
listen to this Paul. We can sit in the 
back of the recom. Perhaps we can elt 
on the window sill. The window is 
close to the door, and then we can #!'p 
Out if the speaker becomes tiresome.” 
Is It too much a stretch of the fmag- 
{nation to picture Eutychus going to 
hear Paul in such 2 spirit as some of 
our modern Eutychuses go to hear the 
different speakers. of our modern 
churches in these cities of the western 
hemisphere? : 

But, lastly, 1 remark {this ancient 
Eatychus made another mistake, which | 
so many men’ and’ women are making. 
to-day. He did not believe that there 
was ever a last time for him to receive 
the gozpel of Jesus Christ. He felt that 
if he could. recelve Christ to-day then 
he could recelve him next week. or 
next month or next year or even ten 
years from the night of his fatal accl- 
dent. But there was a last chance for 
Eutychus, and there is a last time for 
us. And the sad fact !s that for some - 
of us this last time for accepting Christ + 
may be to-day—this morning, this af- 
ternoon or to-night. Perhaps Christ is 
speaking to us as Christ spake in tho 
parable of old, saying, “Thou fool, this 
night thy soul shall be required of 
thee.” Toenight the death angel may 
come to thee as he came to Eutychus of 
old, when he fell out of the window and 
roke his neck. 

“But,” says some one, “you must ro- 
member, though Eutychus may have 
broken his neck, that Paul, by the pow- 
er of the Holy Spirit, resurrected him. 
The Bible distinctly declares that.” 
Yes, my friend, you: are right. But I 
would not have you lay too much stress 
on that fact. It is not every preacher 
who has Paul's power of restoring you 
to Nfe If you were to break your neck. 
If you reject the gospel’ tosday and 
should die before night by © accel. 
dent or disease, no preacher Could ob- 
tain for you another opportunity, as 
Paul did for Eutychus. So I think, 
after all, that was Eutychus’ last 
chance for salvation, for, if after that 
fall and resurrection he did not receive 
Christ, he would never have recelved 
him at all And I know, further, that 
after the hard trouble God has lately 
sent upon you In your financial misfor- 
tune or In the death of your loved one 
or in the pains of your late sickness, if 
you do not receive Jesus Christ now, 
in all probability you will never recelve 
him at all. Yes, after Eutychus was 
restored to life, in all probability there 
was no difficulty for him to satay awake 
and listen to Paul about the glories of 
@ spiritual salvation. Is it any wearle 
ness for you now to Isten to what 
Christ has done for you that you may 
live with him forever and ever? O 
ye modern Eutychuses, are you having 
your dulled ears opened to the glorious 
news of the gospel life? Have your 
dazed and dulled eyes become aflame 
with joy at the vision of the face of a

Thus, whether we lIlve or dle, may 


t we never again be weary with hear- 
ing .what Christ has done for us or. 


weary In doing something for Christ. 
«There is a beautiful incident, told by 
Mra.
